NEWS OF THE WEEK. 


Tux debates in Parliament during the week, have been long, and 
some of them important. 

The new taxes have been further modified. The tax on cotton- 
wool will be now 5-8d. per pound, and no drawback will be al- 
lowed at all. East India cottons are to be exempted. This is 
betterthan the first plan. The Ministers will, we suppose, be 
driven out of the steam-boattax. The reduction of the newspaper- 
duty seems to have fallen stillborn—we have never heard of it 
since it was first announced. Is it to be abandoned to the 
monied interests, or to the timber-trade.? «. © 

The Army Estimates have been partly discussed. .The Yeo- 
manry of Treland —the most unpopular corps that ever was created, 
whose very name is sufficient to rouse rebellion throughout the 
Catholic population there—is about to be reimbodied for the pur- 
pose of preserving the peace. The two old parties, which all wise 
men have for years been attempting to charm down, are again to 
be let loose upon each other; and this with a view {o restore 
tranquillity to the country. The English Yeomanry also, which 
was suppressed by acclamation two years ago, is again to be called 
into activity. This is progressing crab-like. 

Lord CHANpos, on Monday, brought forward a motion fora 
censure on Ministers, in the shape of a resolution on the sugar- 
duties. It is supposed, that had he pushed it to a division, he 
must have ousted the Ministry. The Marquis, who is what is 
called a straightforward man—that is, a man who follows his nose, 
and never sees farther than the point of it—was probably uncon- 
scious of what he was about. On the consequences of his motion 
being stated by Sir Jamzs Granam, and pressed upon him by Sir 
Roserr Pzs1, he at length consented to withdraw it. : 

The discussion of the Navy Estimates, which took place last 
night, gave occasion to a singular exposé of the wantonness of ir- 
responsibility with which the money voted by Parliament has been 
squandered to purposes which Parliament neither knew of nor had 
ever contemplated. None but a Reforming Ministry could have 
made this exposé : we never heard the abuse hinted at before, 
notwithstanding all the changes we have had of late years. 


Lord BRoweHaM, on Tuesday, introduced his great measure

On Monday, the Bishop of Lonpon introduced a bill which, 
though: little noticed, is not without interest ; it goes to vest in 
the Church-building Commissioners the power of granting to per- 
sons building and endowing new churches, the perpetual right of 
nominating the clergymen. This right has hitherto belonged to 
the Bishop of the diocese ; and, in consequence, no new churches 
have been built, except with Government money; and in many 
cases, it is alleged, these have been erected, by a national tax, 
only to impose a local tax without necessity and without utility. 
Had this bill been passed twenty years ago, the public might have 
saved a couple of millions of pounds and a world of vexation. 

The boundaries of Greece were, on the same day, the subject of a 
conversation between Lords Grey and ABERDEEN. Some com- 
munications, ‘it appears, have passed 6n the subject, between the 
Greeks and the Mediators, but no new negotiations have been 
entered on. The enlargement of the Greek boundaries is impera- 
tively called for, and will take place, as these things ordinarily do, 
as soon as the Greeks have the power to enforce their wishes. 

And Lord Srranerorp brought forward his motion on 
the Portuguese treaty ; in which he was supported by Lord Ex- 
LENBOROUGH. These gentlemen received a caustic reply from the 
Chancelior and the Premier. The Duke of Wetiineron took 

art in the verbal discussion of the articles of the treaty of. 1810. 

he Duke is better acquainted with cutting knots than untying 
them. The question seems to lie in a nut-shell. Their Lordships 
discussed it three hours, and came to no decision. 

Lord Howicx, on Tuesday, brought in his Emigration Bill. 
Mr. Witmor Horron is no longer in Parliament, but he has left 
a skirt of his mantle behind him; which has unfortunately dropped 
on the young and noble Secretary—he must get rid of it. 

Sir Jamzs GRAHAM last week gave great offence to the Mem- 
ber for Clare, by applying the term “ demagogue”™ to the Irish 
Agitators. A kind of explanation was given at the moment; but . 
this did not suffice. A pointed denial of its being applied to the 
Member for Clare was insisted.on; and on Monday, Sir Jamgs, 
in his place, gave the denial required. Hee ludicra in seria 
ducunt, The foolish affair will be puffed all over Ireland, as a 
victory obtained by the great O'Gorman Manon over the English 
Baronet. We do not pretend to much skill in these matters, but 
it strikes us that Sir James Granam having denied that he meant 
to apply the obnoxious epithet to the Member for Clare, did all 
that the code of honour required. An apology ought to be made 
to those who heard the insult, but not a denial of offence. In the 
denial, Mr. O'Gorman Manon had all that he could possibly 

uire, or that he had a right to ask. 

formal account of this childish business has been published 
by Lord AtrHorp and Major Macnamara in the newspapers! 
The Duke of Wexiiinerton’s affair at Battersea has turned awry 
the regular train of Cabinet ideas. The proper way for a Minister , 
of State to. answer the applications of gentlemen who seek to give 
weight to their logic by other lead than their own, would be to 
consign them and their challenges to the care of Sir Ricuarp 
Birniz. If Sir James GrRAnwAm did not like that plan, in which 
he would have been supported by the approbation of every sensible 
man in England, he should have gone out and been shot, as a gen- 
tleman ought to be, without any more bother about it. In giving 
his compelled explanation in the House, Sir James said that he 
did mean to apply the epithet to O'ConnEeLL !—which, on reflec- 
tion, he regretted, as Mr. O'ConngLL was no duellist, and was, 
moreover, under the ban of the Government. 

Parliament did not meet on Thursday, because of the birth-day 
and drawing-room. The House of Commons sits to-day, but 
merely for the purpose of receiving petitions on the great question 
of Tuesday next. 


1. Navy Estimates. In the Committee of Supply, last night, 
Sir James Granam.moved, “ that 1,081,600/. be granted for the 
wages of 32,000 men for. 13 lunar months, from the Ist January 
1831; at the rate of 27. 12s. per annum.” Sir James stated, thatin- 
making this motion, he had to inform the House, thatj 
great. extent in the department of the naval service hg 
completed, and paid for, without the knowledge/g 
Parliament, or without the subject's once being browg 
notice of the House of Commons.

buildings in Portsmouth would defray the expense. The House would 
probably feel surprised that the expense, sanctioned by no vote of: 
theirs, was 155,534/. Another work of the Vicfualling Board was 
of greater extent and more expensive. He alluded to the works 
at Cremin. This case differed from the others, because it was brought 
under the estimates of 1826. But the vote then for the works was only 
4,0001., while, since 1825, 229,4411..had been expended. This he con- 
sidered as excessive, the works having been originally contemplated 
when we were at war, and had one hundred sail of the line at sea. 
Another work, begun, carried on, and finished, without the sanction or 
knowledge of the House of Commons, was one in the Isle of Ascension— 
in a foreign colony; and although it was of no great amount, yet, as 
involving the same vicious principle, he considered it worthy of attention. 
The'expense was under 10,000/.; and it was, as in other cases, provided 
for by balances unaccounted for in Parliament. Hitherto he had spoken 
only of the Victualling Board, but the practice was not peculiar to this 
Board; it extended to the Navy Board. For the works going on up to that 
year, there had been voted 184,465. Now the House would hardly be 
prepared to hear, that for these works there was paid 325,908/. The works 
were the Basin and Wall at Woolwich. Nor was this system peculiar to 
the Victualling and Navy Boards. Since the year 1829, 7908/. had been 
expended at Leith, not one shilling of which was voted by Parliament. 
The bargain was made with the Corporation of Leith by Act of Parlia- 
ment. It was an improvident bargain on the part of the Corpora- 
tion of Leith, but still he» had felt it his duty on behalf of the inha- 
bitants to press for its completion. He was not prepared, however, to 
agree to the propriety of money being spent without the consent and vote 
of Parliament. Another fact which he had to lay before the House was, 
that money had been expended for ship-building at Bombay, although no 
sum had been charged in the Estimates under this head by the late Go- 
wernment. A sum of upwards of 50,000). was required for a seventy- 
four, which was lately built at Bombay, of which 26,2401, had been paid 
by the late Government, and yet no credit was taken for it in the accounts 
oflast year. Another fact of yet greater importance was, that since 
1820, there never has been less than 1,500 men (andin one year there 
were 3,000) annually paid for more than Parliament had voted. Since 
1820, the sum actually paid for wages exceeded the sum voted by 
1,243,000/. From what had the deficiency in the payment of wages been 
made good? This question opened the view he took of the subject, and 
which constituted its real danger. To pay this increased number of men, 
@ charge was made under the head of timber and materials for the supply 
of our arsenals, The sum voted during the last four years for this supply 
‘was 3,705,0001. The sum actually expended was 2,675,000/, leaving in 
four years a balance, applicable and applied to other purposes, of 
1,030,0007. In like manner, under the head of Army Provisions for the 
last four years, 2,700,000/. had been voted, while only 1,895,000/. was ex- 
pended ; leaving on the whole a balance of 805,000/.; and leaving a con- 
stant annual surplus of 80,0001. 


Sir James had thought it his duty to supply the means of know- 
ing what the expenditure was; for that purpose he had prepared 
a balance-sheet. The charges of the Victualling and Navy Boards 
had been most carefully separated, that the accounts of each 
might be easily examined. During the last four years, sums had 
been voted for timber and materials which had been applied to 
other purposes, He had discovered the want of these materials, 
and had thought it of paramount importance that the arsenals of 
the dockyards should be replenished, and steam-engines purchased 
to prepare steam-hoats of war. There was an apparent increase 
of 3,000 to the number of men, but the House should not suppose 
the augmentation to be to that extent. On his accession to office, 
he found that there were 21,900 Seamen, and 9,500 Marines (500 
of these being supernumeraries), though the vote last year was 
20,000 Seamen and 9,000*Marines. He now asked for 22,000 
Seamen and 10,000 Marines, for the express purpose of not keep- 
ing a greater number of men than Parliament had authorized. 

e increased estimate, as it stood last year, was 5,595,000/.; he 
now asked for 5,852,0002. 


The estimate last year was 29,000 men, the number really employed was 
greater. He now plainly asked for 32,000, and that gave an apparent in- 
crease of 101,000, The increased sum for building-materials and for 
steam-engines was 130,0001.; for works in the yard, 24,0001. The whole 
of the expenditure for the present year was thus frankly avowed; where- 
as, during the last year, several of the items of expense were studiously 
suppressed. (Hear, hear!) Yet, notwithstanding all the objects of expense 
‘were thus avowed, the estimate would be found to be 114,456/. less for the 
ae mcg for the last year. He would state the manner in which this 

wing was effected. He candidly avowed that he did not think this a 
moment at which he could ask for a diminution of the force of the coun- 
try. (Cheers.) On thecontrary, he thought it his duty to state, that that 
force must be maintained on the same footing as during the last year, and 
that the sumon account of the dock-yard should be greater. He had, 
however, reduced the offices of ten Commissioners of the Navy, at salaries 
of from 1,000J. to 1,500/. a year; two Commissioners of the Victualling 
Board, at 1,000/. a year ; one Draughtsman of the Navy Board, at a salary of 
350l.; and two clerks at from 300/. to 500/.a year. The Treasurer of the Navy 
had no salary. It was proposed to abolish the Paymaster of the Marines, and 
to transfer his duties to several other officers. He had reduced fifty-six 
officers in the dockyards, charged at 22,3051. a year, But from, that 
saving there ought to be deducted 7,5301. for superannuation ;{which, 
however, still left a clear saving of 16,6241.a year. He had also reduced 
eighteen other offices, held m persons who were not entitled to pen- 

sions, to the amount of 3,050/. per annum. The whole of the offices, 
speneiere, that had been reduced, amounted to 27,2351, Where he thought 
an office was superfluous and unnecessary, regardless of superan- 
nuations, he had abolished it. In other cases, however, an useless office 
‘was a needless incumbrance, while a superannuation was a life charge, 
and time was in favour of the public. He had also carried into effect 
another alteration, contemplated by his predecessor. A large number of 
ublic servants received salaries instead of daily wages. He had put 
Tia of these persons upon daily wages, and the benefit of the superan- 
nmuation would revert to them on their retirement. 


Sir Ggorer CiErx defended _ application of the funds voted 
for the different items of the naval service, to any purposes con- 
nected with it. The practice had always existed. He contended, 


ing them, and. he-was in, 


that the monies had been properly applied to works of real neces- 


hthe subordinate: officers,,whilst Sir James Graham had left his 


own salary of 5,000/. untouched, proceeded to show that the real 
increase of the estimates of the present year was 560,000/.; 
oe the present addition, and 280,000. left by the late 
inistry. 
Sir James Granam replied to Sir George Clerk's attack upon 
himself. The subject of the salaries of officers of the Government 
who were Members of Parliament, was under the consideration of 
a Committee of the House. On that ground only had he con- 
sented to fill the situation he held. In allusion to a charge which 
Sir George Clerk had made, that he had appointed his own Secre- 
tary to an office, in preference to others, Sir James stated, that 
the gentleman had been recommended to him, when he came into 
office, as highly qualified ; but finding his duties in another situa- 
tion incompatible, that gentleman had ceased to be his Secretary. 
“« Ah, Sir,” said Sir James, ‘‘ I have had to do with other subjects very 
different from that, since I came into office.’ (Hear, hear!) Aninsinua- 
tion had been made respecting jobs, in the case of the works at Leith. 
Now what was the fact? He found that there had been a contract entered 
into with the public, the conditions of which had not been fulfilled, and 
the right honourable baronet opposite had opposed their fulfilment. But 
he (Sir James Graham) had called on the contractors to make good their 
bargain ;. and one of them, an honourable gentleman opposite, acknow- 
ledged the contract, and agreed that it should be fulfilled, and had kept 
his word. An outlay had been made upon those works by the Navy 
Board, who advanced 8,9001. for them. Now, he would say, that the con- 
sent of the House ought to have been obtained for that outlay. But the 
right honourable baronet opposite considered the sum expended upon the 
African squadron a wise and provident grant. Was it wise, or provident,. 
or-constitutional, to expend 10,0001. of the public money in that way 
without the consent of the House? If, indeed, it had been necessary to 
make the outlay at a time when Parliament was not sitting, the Minister 
ought to take the first opportunity of explaining it to the House. Butin 
that case no such thing had been done; and the matter was now, for the 
first time, brought before the House by him. With respect to Cremin, 
the sum voted by Parliament was 74,000/.—the sum expended was 
220,0002. He had before him a document which contained an account of 
the sums voted by that House for the public works at Weevel, and also of 
the sums expended. In 1827, the sum voted was 1,430/—the sum ex- 
pended was 2,5921.

Sir James added, he was aware of the difficulties with which 
he had to contend. 

He had given the right honourable baronet an advantage. The Esti- 
mate had not been prepared in the most plausible manner. It did not 
profess to be excessively clear and satisfactory. But he trusted that the 
House would bear with it for this year, and call upon him to explain 
each particular as he proceeded. In the next year, the balance-sheet 
should be prepared in such a manner as to exhibit every sum expended 
in the present year clearly accounted for, If he were to be dismissed 
from office to-morrow, he would retire with the conviction that he had 
applied an effectual remedy toa realgrievance. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Povretr THomson and Mr. Frankianp Lewis held 
some conversation on the policy of uniting the two. offices of the 
Treasurership of the Navy with another office. : 

Mr. Hume regretted this interlude; it was a waste of time, by 
which matters: of greater importance were lost sight of. He en- 
treated the serious attention of the House to the exposé which 
had been given by Sir James Graham, of the system of deception 
and mystification which had hitherto prevailed in the public ac- 
counts, by means of which, sums of money were applied to pur- 
poses which Parliament had not authorized, and works which the 
House had appointed to be done were not accomplished. Sir James 
Graham would not do his duty, if he did not immediately institute 
an inquiry into these practices. Such an inquiry should be di- 
rected to discover where the practices originated, how they had 

roceeded, and who were the real authors. In all his experience, 

e had never known of such practices. During three successive 

ears he had moved for the Report of the Commissioners of 
Doskswedis and not one of them afforded the slightest clue. 

Occasional circumstances might arise, in which Government would feel 
themselves imperatively called upon to deviate from the strict rule, , But 
when such circumstances arose, Government should come down to that 
House, acknowledge what they had done, explain, and, if possible, 
vindicate their conduct. After what had occurred, no more confidence 
could be placed in public men. There was not a single individual con- 
cerned who ought not to be incapacitated from ever again being engaged 
in the public service. pein ; 

Mr. Hume wanted words.to express the indignation he felt at 
the total disregard of oaths which had been manifested in this. 
matter. He had no specific amendment to move, but nothing ap- 
peared to him more absurd and unnecessary than the expense: 
which this country incurred every year to create a greater body 
of ships than France or any state in Europe had. 

Sir Byam Martin rejoiced that a proposition was before the 
House for voting the real number of men. He thought that to 
make the sums voted effective to the service, the application of 
them should be left to the Executive. 4 

Sir Henry Parez t said, it might be convenient to leave the 
application of the votes to the Executive, but it wasa very uncon- 
stitutional measure. Every vote should be made applicable to the 
general balance-sheet of the state. i 

This was the case with respect to the French navy—every item of ex- 
penditure having reference to an article in the Budget under which it was 
voted; and, in fact, the officer could not pay the amount, unless he re- 
ceived an order which recited the chapter and section in pursuance of 
which the order-was:made. -

~—the House thought they were voting for one thing, and it, turned 
out they were voting for another. Sir Henry Parnell was disap- 
pointed by the Navy Estimates ; and thought that, with reference 
to the naval force of other countries, there was room for great re- 
duction. 

Mr. Hunr thanked Sir James Graham for his exposé. He 
always suspected they were going on under a bad system, in these 
matters; and he was now satisfied of it. Mr. Hunt wished to 
know in what manner timber was provided? All other stores 
were provided by public contract, but he was informed timber was 
not. 

Mr. Hume objected to Naval Officers holding the situations of 
Lieuténant-Generals and Colonels of Marines. They were sine- 
cure places; if they were to be kept up, they ought to be given to 
Marine Officers. 

Sir James Granam said, there were cogent reasons for retain- 
ing the general officers of Marines, and bestowing those appoint- 
ments on Naval men, 

A conversation then arose respecting the appointment of Sir 
James Cockburn, as Inspector-General of Marines. Sir James 
Grauam and Lord Attuorp defended the arrangement on the 
score of economy, and the fitness of Sir James for business; Mr. 
Hume had no objection to the man: he objected to the office. It 
was an insult to the Marines; which sentiment Lord HorHam 
echoed. 


2. Army Estimates. On the House going into.a Committee of 
Supply on Monday, Mr. Wynne proceeded to state the Army 
Estimates. The addition to the army was, he contended—looking 
to the state of England and of Ireland—not only justified, but 
imperatively called for. He expressed at the same time a confi- 
dent hope, that before the end of the year, the peace and quiet of 
the country might be so far restored as to permit of a diminution of 
the forces now enrolled. The additions had been made by a new 
levy, rather than from the Veteran Battalions, because the former 
were universally held to constitute a more efficient corps. The 
amount of the military foree last year was 81,164 men; the num- 
ber for the present year would be 88,844, being an addition of 
7,680; by which addition the several regiments had. been restored 
to their full peace establishment. [The whole of the reports 
complain of the difficulty of hearing and following Mr. Wynne’s 
statements. ] 

Colonel Davizs opposed the vote. The number of military 
in 1821 was only 81,106; andyet the estimates of that year were 
denounced as the most abominable that ever were heard of. 
In 1822, the military force was reduced to 71,500; and now, 
eight years after, he had 16,500 men more, [by Mr. Wynne’s 
statement, 17,344]; and an additional charge of 536,000/. Colonel 
Davies went on to enumerate several items of charge connected 
with the Army service, in which great reductions might be effected. 
Among these were—Staff, commissioned and non-commissioned 
officers, 11,0002.; Recruiting, 106,3427.; Depdt service, 450,000/. 
In respect of the system of recruiting, every man raised for Go- 
vernment cost at least 55/7. The Colonies were one entire job. 
The Governor of Lower Canada had nine or ten thousand a year ; 
the Governor of Ceylon ten thousand, and emoluments which 
swelled his income to sixteen thousand. The French army of 
250,000 men, under the Bourbons, cost only 5,600,000/.; ours of 
90,000 cost 6,000,0007. deducting the Dead Weight. In Prussia, 
there was an army of 180,000, andthe whole revenues of the king- 
dom did not exceed eight millions. Colonel Davies moved, as an 
amendment, that the estimates should be voted to the Ist of April 
next, instead of the Ist of January. 

_ Mr. Beaumont thought Colonel Davies might perceive a suffi- 
cient reason for the augmentation of the military force of the 


country without rising from his seat. (This allusion was to Mr. 
O'Connell.) 


Mr. O'Connett observed, that Mr. Beaumont had shown in. 


his speech his perfect knowledge of the state of England, and his 
perfect knowledge of the state of Ireland. 

_He had condescended to bestow upon him (Mr. O’Connell) the meed of 
his disapprobation. He thanked him for it; he invited him to continue 
it; from the specimen of judgment and of intellect he had displayed, he 
hoped he would never confer upon him any portion of his applause. 
(Laughter.) The honourable member said that the state of Ireland and 
the state of England required an augmentation of the army; that the 
state of France and the state of Europe required an augmentation of the 
army ; and this augmentation was to be 7,000 men. (A laugh.) 

Lord Aurnorr thought the increase of the troops so evidently 
called for, as not to require or admit of argument. To {com- 
mittees, in such cases, he had always been disinclined ; he did 
not consider them as at all efficient tribunals. The voting of the 
Estimates for a short time he would oppose, for he could see no 
advantage to be derived from it. The calling into active service of 
men who were already pensioners, was the cheapest plan to begin 
with ; but as the service of a year might in many cases give a 
Lag to augmented pensions, it would be the dearest in the long- 

n. 

Sir Henry Harpiner gere creditto the Government for en- 
€ouraging so constitutional a-corps as the yeomanry. Sir Henry 
. said, he could perceive but one reduction, and that one objection- 

able—namely, the Treasurer of the Military Asylum and Military 
College. The office was useful, well-performed, and cost only 
7002. a year. ' 

Mr. Sranuey, in noticing the vote of 50,000/; for clothing to the 
Irish, Yeomanry, remarked, that it was absolutely necessary—that 

i 





. corps had not had any clothing for nearly twelve years. He was 


aware of the bitterness which the reestablishment of the Irish 
Yeomanry might occasion ; but the Ministers had nothing but a 
choice of evils. They were compelled to have recourse to the 
Yeomanry, to preserve the country from rebellion. 

Mr. O’ConnELt strongly objected to the Irish Yeomanry: they 
were inefficient for good, but they had ever been strong for mis- 
chief. 

But there sat the right honourable gentleman, an apprentice statesman, 
ignorant alike of the wants of the people and the duties of his office, and 
knew not of the numbers which these mischievous men had annually put 
to death in brawls at fairs and patterns, where they quarrelled with 
Catholics for the mere purpose of having recourse to their weapons, 
which were always concealed within a convenient distance of the scene 
of strife, and aimed at the defenceless peasants in the moment when least 
expected. If an increase of force were necessary—and he would not 
negative the assertion—let an addition be made to the King’s troops, who 
had never exhibited the spirit of party, but, on the contrary, were popu- 
lar, and well conducted. But he would conjure the noble Chancellor of 
the Exchequer not to be led away by the misrepresentations of those 
who visited Ireland for an hour, and were in absolute ignorance of the 
real condition of the people. In the counties that were most Catholic, 
religious feuds had, heretofore, least prevailed; but the measure now pre- 
posed would inevitably revive the worst possible state of feeling all over 
the country. 

Mr. Sranuey thought that Mr. O’Connell’s present observa- 
tions, expressive as they were of the sentiments of a large portion 
of the Irish population, would fully justify Ministers in coming 
forward to demand a considerable addition to the military force. 

Mr. Stanley having adverted to the language of Mr. O’Connel 
out of the House—— 

Mr. O’ConnELL—‘‘ I certainly did designate the right honourable gen- 
tleman by the epithet of ‘a shave beggar.’ ” 

Mr. STANLEY said 

He had been already aware of this specimen of courtesy by report, but 
he thanked the honourable gentleman for repeating the phrase in that 
House, since it so fully showed the character and habits of the audience 
to whom he addressed the illustration. (Cheers.) With respect to the 
Yeomanry, how justly soever Government might depend upon their ser- 
vices, they would rather trust to “‘ the returning good sense of the peo- 
ple,” in the expression of opinion which had lately emanated from the 
wealth, respectability, and intelligence—from all that was worth having 
in Ireland—as their most effectual resource against the mischievous 
me + unprincipled machinations of artful but defeated agitators, 
(Cheers. 

Mr. Hume regretted, that all the saving on the Estimates was 
a poor 300/., while the increase was 500,0007.; but he declined to 
divide against the Ministers, as he trusted they themselves would 
see reason for retracing their steps. 

Lord Patmersron and Mr. Lirrteron defended the increase 
proposed by the Seeretary at War. 

Mr. Hunr said he had not heard one word during the debate to 
convince him of its necessity. 

‘If we are in such a dreadful state at home as to require 88,000 men to 
keep the people of England in quiet subjection, what is the cause which 
has produced such an effect? Are the people of England so altered that 
the Government dares not trust them with arms? The people of 
England are not altered; but such alterations have been made in their 
laws, their habits, and their institutions by the bad Jaws of this House, 
that the Government dares not put arms into their hands. (Cries of ‘‘ No, 
no!” and‘‘hear!”) Place armsin their hands, and you will have, toa 
certainty, Reform in three months.” (No!) at 

Mr. Hunt moved, by way of amendment, that the military force 
be reduced to 71,000. 

Mr. Hunr divided the House on this amendment; when there 
appeared—for it, Mr. Hunt himself, Mr. O’Connell, Mr. O'Gorman 
Mahon, Mr. Buller, Mr. Hume, Mr. Warburton, Mr. J. Wood ; 
the rest of the House, 250 innumber, voted against it. 


3. Emigration. Lord Howick, on Tuesday, introduced his 
Bill for facilitating settlements in his Majesty's Foreign Possessions. 
His object was to enable the labouring poor to find that employ- 
ment in the Colonies which they could not procure in the Mother 
Country. A great deficiency of emiployment existed in proportion 
to the numerical amount of the labouring population. While in 
Great Britain and Ireland wages were at the lowest possible rate, 
a labouring man in the Australian Colonies could earn 5s. a day ; 
and an useful mechanie, such as a wheelwright, was paid no less 
than 15s. a day. In Canada, the rate was not so high; but even 
there, afarmer’s servant received 3s. 9d. a day in ordinary times, 
and 6s. 9d. during the harvest. The bill he proposed provided for 
the appointment of Commissioners to establish order and regu- 
larity among persons about to emigrate, and to further their pro- 
gress to the place of destination. It enabled them to procure their 
own subsistence on their arrival. It was proposed that parishes 
should bear the expense, and that two-thirds of the rate-payers 
should empower the overseers to contract with the Commissioners, 
to enable the poor to emigrate; and that the poor-rates might be 
mortgaged, to raise money for the purpose, to be repaid within ten 
years. The provisions of the bill, unfortunately, could not extend 
to Ireland, for in that countrythere were no poor-rates. He thought, 
however, that a clause might be introduced to enable parties there 
to raise money upon the same principle as in England, though 
not of a parochial character, As the success of the individuals 
emigrating would depend upon their own perseverance and indus- 
try, he proposed that ie should forfeit all right to parochial 
relief in the event of their return to England. There were 
23,000,000 acres of land in North America on which emigrants 
might be located. The expense of sending out and establishing a 
family consisting ofa man and his wife, with two children, was 66¢. 
The expense of mai:taining them in England would be 25/. a year; 
so that, with less than three years’ purchase, parishes might be 
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relieved. Means were provided, without the expense of formin 
establishments on the Crown Lands, by which each individu 
might at once obtain employment, and by his own exertions ulti- 
mately from a labourer become a landowner. The Commissioners 
aight employ the parties on public works. He should fix the 
wages of each labourer at 2s.6d. aday. There were roads to be 
mae in New Brunswick ; the expense of completing them would 
he 67,500/., and they would afford employment to one thousand 
labourers and their families for a year. In all probability, the parishes 
would only have to pay the mere expense of the passage of their 
poor. The demand for labour was higher in the Kustralion Colo- 
nies than in Canada. Many persons in Australia had expressed 
their readiness to pay part of the expense of carrying out emi- 
grants, if their services were secured to them for a stipulated time. 
His Lordship concluded with an indiscriminate panegyric on the 
labours of Mr. Wilmot Horton, and the National Colonization 
Society, now dead. 

Sir Georce Murray approved of the objects of the bill, but 
he disapproved of the appointment of Commissioners. When he 
was at the head of the Colonial Department, he had employed an 
agent in Canada to superintend and report arrangements there ; 
and he should have completed the measure by supplying agents at 
various ports in this country, to direct the embarkation of the 
emigrants. Such agents he had intended to select from the half- 
pay officers in the Navy; and their salaries would have been the 
only expense. 

Mr. TENNANT admitted the praise which was due to Mr. Wilmot 
Horton, for his perseverance in agitating the important measure of 
emigration, despite of its unpalatableness,—but for nothing more 
—his own views of the subject were altogether different. He 
stated several objections to Lord Howick’s bill, and in particular 
he objected -toits scheme ofnew and injurious taxation. Hehada 
theory of Colonization, with which he would not on this occasion 
trouble the House; but on a future day, he should feel it his duty 
to call their attention to this important topic, which he was per- 
suaded would be better discussed in Committee. 

Lord Auruorp, in reply to Sir George Murray, stated, that the 
Commissioners to be appointed would not be paid by the public. 
His Lordship thought the present administration of the poor-laws 
could not be improved, unless the pressure upon the poor-rates 
was removed.. When parishes should be enabled to act on the 
original principles of the poor-laws, a law might be introduced to 
prevent the abuses which had been the source of so much mis- 
chief of late years. 

Mr. SapLer said, no terms could express sufficiently the strong 
_objections which he felt tothe measure. It would introduce anew 
species of national debt into every parish in England. He entered 
at large into his own peculiar notions of the population question, 
as expounded in his books; and asserted, that if there were 
23,000,000 acres of land in Canada to be cultivated, there were 
30,000,000 in England, where the poor could be more beneficially 
employed. 

Mr. F. Baring had never heard a question treated so unfairly. 
Of all wild schemes, the wildest and worst was to force into culti- 
vation those lands which would not yield sufficient to pay even the 
charges of cultivation. 

Mr. Warsurton admitted that a regular system of colonization 
would be beneficial both to the colony and the emigrant ; but the 
question was, whether the wealth, power, and happiness of the 
parent country would be secured by it. Unless emigration were 
kept up at the rate of 200,000 a year, (the ratio of increase,) no 
effectual benefit would result. 

Did any man mean to contend that this should be done every year by a 
forced emigration? Hethought not. Besides the expenses of the voy- 
age, the emigrants would be furnished with one or two years’ subsistence: 
while their population at home was still increasing, they were, by lessen- 
ing their capital, augmenting the misery of the mother country. He 
thought that emigration ought to be encouraged, but he denied that it 
should be forced. He believed that one of the most effectual means of 
giving employment to labour, would be some general measure for the 
commutation of tithes, 

_ Mr. Barina was of opinion, that upon the solution of this ques- 
tion depended, in a great measure, the happiness of this country 

and the welfare of its agricultural labourers. He asked, in reply 
to Mr. Sadler, what more convincing proof of the superabundance 
of labour could there be, that when our farmers had applied labour 
to every work in which labour could be used, they were compelled 
to turn labourers into the roads or into gravel-pits? Would it 
not be less revolting to humanity to carry out our superabundant 
labourers to a land where they could get employment and subsist- 
ence? The market for labour was glutted, and it was necessary to 
resort to some means to remove that glut. Mr. Sadler had asserts 
ed that the Canadas were unhealthy to emigrants: Mr. Baring was 
Well acquainted with the Canadas, and he was of opinion that they 
were quite healthy, generally speaking. There were many parts of 
Essex worse than any of the unhealthy parts of Canada. 

By affording the means to our distressed population to remove to a 
country where they would find proper value for their labour, they would 
confer a greater benefit upon themrthan by all the contributions to chari- 
table institutions for the relief of the poor. Mr. Sadler had spoken of the 
cultivation of waste lands at home; he would ask, where were the 
30,000,000 of acres of waste land of which the honourable member had 

spoken? He wished to state one fact to the House, as illustrative of the 

fertility of thelandin Canada. Land was known in Canada to produce 
thirty-five bushels of wheat per acre, which for ten years had been under 
essant crops of wheat, and where the stumps of the trees which had 
n cleared away were still visible. That was a refutation of the state- 






if. this system of emigration was a desirable thing, why should we not 
leave it to itself? The obvious answer was, that the poor people did not 
know of the benefits which they would reap from emigration ; andthat, even 
if they were aware of them, they had not the means of going. He knewseve- 
ral parishes where a superabundance of labourers had existed, and relief 
had been afforded by adopting a plan of emigration. It had been done thus 
—the leading persons in the parish called the people together, explained to 
them the benefits which would arise from the emigration of a certain por- 

tion of them, and gave them the option of going out if they liked to do so. 
There was no coercion used, the offer was accepted by several, and the most 
beneficial results followed from such emigration. It was a curious fact, how 
very small an excess of labour was required in a district to produce there 
a great depreciation of labourin the market. In the county of Sussex, 
the population amounted to 233,000, and the males from the age of fifteen 
to fifty were 50,000. Now, if they took off the population of such places 
as Brighton, and the artisans in towns who were pretty well off, the male 
population, from the age of fifteen to fifty, employed in agriculture, did 
not exceei25,000. Now the superabundance or excess of that population 
beyond the labour was not more than one fourth. The removal of 6250 

would restore labour to its proper value there, and that demonstrated 
clearly the small excess required to produce a depreciation of labour. 
It should be recollected, too, that the county of Sussex was in the worst 
state as regarded the superabundance of agricultural labour. The 
amount it would be necessary to remove in the county of Dorset, was 
only 4250. These were strong facts in proof of the good effects which 
might be expected from a well-regulated system of emigration. At all 
events they were bound to look at the case with calmness, and endeavour 
to see whether great relief might not be afforded to the country in the 
manner in which it was now proposed to afford it. 

Mr. SLAneEy took occasion to descant upon his favourite theme 
of the state of the poor-laws; and Sir Epwarp Suapen threat- 
ened that none of the money would be repaid. The scheme of 
the noble Lord went to impose a permanent charge upon the 
freehold of every man in the state, for a temporary relief to the 
people of his parish. 

Mr. Benetr denied that there was any surplus population. 
Superabundance of population there was not, but a great defi- 
ciency of capital. The only effectual relief would be a composition 
of tithes. 

Mr. W. Wuitrmore supported the measure; and Mr. Hunt 
supported Mr. Benett. Every body, said Mr. Hunt, who had 
spoken to-night, was a theorist, except the honourable member 
for Wiltshire. He contended that the good lands were not half 
cultivated. 

Mr. Honces, Mr. BRowntow, and Mr. Briscor having spoken, 
Lord Howick replied. Leave was then given to bring in the bill. 


4, CHANCERY Rerorm. Lord BroveHam, on Tuesday, in- 
troduced his great plans for the reform of Chancery, in a powerful 
speech of nearly four hours. He commenced by a ludicrous 
apology for his predecessors. The practice of Chancery was so 
involved and embarrassing—there was such a luxuriousness and 
intertwining of boughs, such an extension of roots, that whoever 
entered it very speedily found himself chained to his place, and 
reduced to inactivity by the overpowering influences of the errors 
which he was desirous to remove. Lord Brougham declared, 
that even during his brief sojourn, he was already sensible of the 
hebetude which a station in that benumbing court almost naturally 
produced. He felt that if he remained but a short while longer, 
he should in vain endeavour to shake himself free from the soil in 
which he was fast rooting. He was in the condition of the nymph 
in the fable: 





** torpor gravis alligat artus 

Pes modo tam velox pigris radicibus heret : 

Ora cacumen obit.” 
If he delayed, he would be fixed for ever—flourishing, perhaps, 
as the laurel did, but flourishing only as a monument of another 
escape from the God of Light! 

The first proposition in his intended reforms, Lord Brougham 
said, was this—that in remedying such evils as those which he was 
about to remedy, it was better to change the machinery of the 
tribunals, than to alter the legal polity of the country, on which 
the disposition of property and nght of the subject depended. 
This was the safer method of proceeding, and that formed its 
strongest recommendation. The second principle—the separation, 
as far as possible, of the judicial from the administrative functions 
of judges and officers; which in the Court of Chancery, as at 
present constituted, were intimately blended. The third propo- 
sition went to substitute oral for written evidence; the fourth, to 
provide for the independent remuneration of judges and officers, 
instead of their being dependent as at present on the fees of 
suitors. It was of the very nature of an emolument derived from 
fees, to generate in the judges, and still more in the subordinate 
officers, a desire and endeavour to multiply the steps of a process, 
by the length and complexity of which their means were so much 
affected. 

Of the specific alterations which he meant to propose, the first 
regarded Lunatics. The present number of Chancery lunatics 
was four hundred; the entire expense of their maintenance 160,000/. 
a year; the property of lunatics placed under the keeping of the 
Great Seal was estimated at from six to eight millions. In the 
mode of keeping the lunatics, as well as in the execution of the 
commissions de /unatico inquirendo, great defects existed. The 
commissioners were commonly young barristers—unaccustomed 
to the examination of witnesses—paid by fees—with every induce- 
ment of course to prolong their sittings. There was only one in- 
stance where so few as two commissioners had sat. This had 
been discovered by Mr. Illingworth, to whom the late Chancellor 
had referred the investigation; and who, by the way, had dis- 
covered a still more curious fact,—namely, that the statute of 
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Judges to be no statute at all, but a mere private document. Lord 
Brougham proposed to settle all disputed cases in lunacy by an 
issue before one of the Judges of Westminster Hall. Forthe pur- 

se of watching over the lunatic’s person and property, after he 

d been adjudged insane, the Lord Chancellor proposed follow- 
ing up the plan of his predecessor—for the merit was entirely his— 
to constitute a distinct board, the expense of it to be defrayed out 
of the estates of the lunatics which the board was created to super- 
intend. 

The next department requiring reform, was the Bankrupt de- 
partment ; against the abuses of which a petition had lately been 
signed by no fewer than 4500 bankers and merchants of the city of 
London. The lists of Commissioners of Bankrupts were fourteen, 
each list containing five Commissioners, in all seventy. Having 
tlescribed the character of the Commissioners—barristers of a 
day’s standing, barristers so old as to have forgotten the year on 
which they were called—men of little practice, men of none—his 
Lordship went on to observe on the absurdity of such men as Mr. 
Sergeant Wilde or Mr. F. Pollock or Mr. Montagu pleading be- 
fore one of these Bankrupt Judges, and giving the law to the 
bench, instead of taking the law from it; and on the inconvenient 
frequency, in consequence of the erroneous decisions of the Com- 
missioners, of appeals to the Chancellor to set that right which a 
proper tribunal could have set right without his assistance. His 
Lordship proposed to dismiss the whole seventy Commissioners ; 
he intended to introduce a bill which should give him the power 
of sending the bankruptcy cases to a more competent court; and 
thus, without touching vested interests, he would at one swoop 
put to flight the whole of the fourteen lists. Compensation, he 
admitted, must be given; and he was prepared to give it liberally, 
not out of the pockets of the public, but out of the funds which 
he proposed to create in the Court of Chancery. Instead of the 
Commissioners whom he thus proposed to displace, Lord Brougham 
proposed to choose ten competent Judges to sit on Bankruptcy cases 
alone : these ten Judges he proposed to divide into three classes, with 
one Chief Judge to preside over the whole, who should have the same 
rank and privileges as the Chief Judges of the other courts: there 
would be three Senior Judges, and six Junior. The salaries 
would be liberal—that of the Chief Justice being highest, and those 
ofthe Junior Judges lowest ; the latter to succeed to the places 
of the former by seniority or fitness. In ordinary cases, where 
there was no dispute, one Judge would decide ; where there was 
difficulty or dispute, three Juniers or a Senior and a Junior; the 
Chief Judge and the three Senior Judges to constitute a Court of 
Appeal from decisions in the other courts; and all motions for 
new trials and rehearings to be brought before them thus sitting 
in banco. Except only in matters of pure law, the Chancellor 
proposed to cut off all appeals to Chancery. If the Courts, with 
vivd voce evidence and the aid of a Jury, could not get at the truth, 
it was not very probable that the Chancellor would. The cutting 
off appeals in bankrupt cases would in all probability enable the 
Chancellor and Vice-Chancellor to get through their proper busi- 
ness, which at present these appeals so much interfered with. 
With respect to country cases, all that the Chancellor proposed 
ad interim, was to purify the lists as much as possible, by impos- 
ing the duty of framing them on the Judges of Assize, aided by 
the King’s Counsel. 

Lord Brougham next came to the Officers of the Court of Chan- 
cery. The present emoluments of the Master were from 40000. 
to 47002. a year, composed partly of fees and partly of fixed pay- 
ments—he proposed to abolish the fees. Their clerks had about 
1600/. ayear; one of them received 2500/., and only one 10002. 
There were two kinds of fees paid toclerks—fees properly so called, 
and what were denominated “gratuities,” but which Lord 
Brougham said he could only describe as bribes. In some cases, 
these gratuities were as high as 50/., while the fee was only 52. It 
had been proved in an individual case, that the income realized 
from gratuities amounted to 1600/., while the whole amount of the 
fees was only 70/.! | The clerks had, among other duties, the duty 
of taxing attornies’ costs ; and perhaps when that fact was stated, 
the cause and value of these gratuities might be perceived: 502. 
judiciously laid out by one attorney, from the pocket of his client, 
might put 3007. or 4002. into his own. To these gratuities, bribes, 
or expedition-moncy, as they were sometimes called, Lord 
Brougham said, at whatever labour, at whatever obloquy, he was 
determined to put an end. 

The next improvement in the Master's Office, was the substitu- 
tion of vivd voce for written examinations. He proposed that the 
Masters should sit in the evening in three courts, three in each; and 
he would have their Lordships dispense, for that purpose, with the 
two that waited on them,—to hear objections to reports (he did not 
mean exceptions, which brought the report before the Great Seal), 
and to have them argued; and he felt certain that by that process 
ninety-nine out of one hundred cases would be got rid of in the 
same way as, by the arrangements proposed in bankrupt cases, 
ninety-nine of one hundred of the appeals to the Vice-Chancellor 
would be got rid of. There were several other matters respect- 


“ing the office of Master and Registrar to be attended to; but the 


remedies for these were not yet completely digested. 

On the subject of Assignees, the want of proper checks was 
greatly felt. The delays in making settlements were very great : 
many persons never claimed dividends because of their smallness ; 
those who did, frequently found that the assignee himself was a 
bankrupt, and had left no dividend to claim. He proposed to 
select from the Special Jurors of London, as soon as the Judges 





at Guildhall could be coasulted on the subject, twenty-five or 
thirty persons, merchants of respectability and responsibility, one 
of whom in each case of bankruptcy should act as assignee tu 
the Court. : ; 

The Lord Chancellor concluded by stating the reduction of 
patronage and salary, and the savings to the public, which would 
be the result of these reforms. Of patronage—70 places were 
exchanged for 10; or at most, if an additional Master of Convey- 
ancing were allowed (an officer very much wanted), for 11. By 
the reduction in the Secretary of Bankrupts’ Office, a saving would 
be effected of 26,0007. a year; in the Masters’ Office, and others 
connected with it, 20,000/.; sinecures which must remain until 
the falling in of the lives of the holders, 6,000/. ; sinecures to be 
immediately reduced (among others, the Reverend Mr. Thurlow’s, 
of 10,0002. a year), 10,0007.; reductions in other departments, 
11,0002. a year; in all, 73,0002. a year saved to the suitors and 
the public. By these reforms also, Lord Brougham calculated that 
his own income would be lessened by 8,000/. a year; he therefore 
preposed, in order that the Great Seal might not go a begging 
among inferior practitioners, not to augment the salary, but to aug- 
ment the retiring pension—which was at present_no more than 
what is allowed to the Chief Justice of the King's Bench, an officer 
who holds his place as long as he pleases, and who generally en- 
joys its full emoluments for twelve or fifteen years. 

Lord Brougham, moreover, adverted to the abuses of the Privy 
Council as a Court of Colonial Appeal; and then came the pero- 
ration. We quote, with some slight variation, from the Temes, 
which gives a spirited version of this interesting speech.’ His 
Lordship is defending himself from the charge of innovation and 
hostility to the institutions of his country. 

“« My Lords, would you call that man an enemy to his country who would 
struggle to prevent a hostile foot from polluting its shores,—who would 
die m the last ditch to defend his native land from the encroachment of 
that enemy? Would you call him an enemy to his country, who would 
eradicate sedition and treason, by removing the food upon which they live, 
—who would root out all abuses, and all mischiefs calculated to comproe- 
mise our security and peace? Then call him an enemy to the institutions of 
his country, who, when accidental defects, alien from their nature, have 
clouded and incrusted those institutions, would root out the defects, would 
purge away the accumulated dross, in order that the pure mineral may 
shine and burn witha brighter flame,—then call him an enemy to his 
country, who is the enemy of its worst enemies—the seeds of abuse and de.. 
cay existing in its institutions—enemies as perilous as to the safety of the 
state are domestic traitors—enemies that put their existence in greater 
jeopardy than do foreign invaders the existence of the nation. My 
Lords, | am such an enemy—I am such an innovator—guilty to that 
charge Iam ready and proud to plead. Be it as to Parliamentary reform, 
—be it as toretrenchment, be it as to amendment of abuses,—be it as 
to the remedying of defects in the -administration of justice,—with 
respect to any, or toall of these things, the only sentiment I can ever 
feel, touching the institutions of my country, is hostility to their defects.” 

Lord Broucuam presented, on Tuesday, his first bill for amend- 
ing the law in the ease of Chancery Lunatics; the second, for 
amending the method of procedure in cases of Bankruptcy, was 
presented last night. On the latter occasion, Lord Lynpuursr 
spoke at some length on the principle and tendency of the two 
measures. He entirely concurred in the bill for the better manage-~ 
ment of Lunaticeases. In that of Mr. Brand, he had been anxious 
to adopt such a process as the bill recommended, but was precluded, 
by want of precedent, from the appointment ofa single commissioner, 
In reference to Masters’ and Registrars’ fees, Lord Lyndhurst said 
he had already introduced two bills, framed in the spirit and in 
the letter of the report of the Chancery Commission; but, de- 
sirable as it was on all hands allowed to be, that these fees should 
be better regulated, his bills met with a very indifferent reception 
in the House of Commons. The proposal to change oral exami- 
nations for written, had been a favourite object of Lord Lyndhurst 
when he entered the Court of Chancery, but he had afterwards 
seen very great difficulties in the way of its accomplishment. There 
was great inconvenience in the present method, but the difficulty 
and disadvantage which would arise out of the change, were, in 
the opinion of the Commission, more than sufficient to counterba- 
lance the inconvenience now felt. Lord Lyndhurst entered into a 
long defence of the Metropolitan Commissioners of Bankruptcy. 
The Country Commissioners, he admitted, were not what they 
should be; it was against them that an opinion of Lord Eldon, 
quoted by Lord Brougham on Tuesday, had been levelled. The 
value of the Metropolitan Commissioners would be best understood 
from the fact, that there had not been more than nine or ten ap- 
peals from their decisions during the period that he held the seals. 
The loss of emolument to the Lord Chancellor, from the entire 
separation of the Bankruptcy department, Lord Lyndhurst said, 
had been overrated. 

The Lord Chancellor’s salary was 5,0001.|; his fees in the House amounted 
to about 5,000/. more; out of which he paid to the Vice-Chancellor 2,500/., 
leaving a gross income of 7,500/. But besides this, there were fees on 
bankruptcies and fines and recoveries, amounting to about 7000/.; making 
a total income of between 14,000/. and 15,000/. a year. Of this sum, 
5,0001. was derived from fees in bankruptcy cases. Half of this sum arose 
on Country Commissions, which it was intended to retain; and therefore 
the Lord Chancellor’s income would be reduced only to the extent of 
2,5001. He was one of those who thought that the Lord Chancellor was 
not too highly paid with a salary of between 14,000/. and 15,000/. 

The 2,500/., Lord Lyndhurst thought, would be best made wp 
by giving back to the Chancellor what he had resigned to the 
Vice-Chancellor, and by paying the salary of the latter out of the 
fee-fund. Ie hardly thought that Parliament would listen to a 
proposal for augmenting the retiring allowance of the Lord Chan- 

cellor, although he admitted that it was now too small, 
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Lord Brovenam said, until that evening he had not been aware 
that the bills of his predecessor contained any regulation respect- 
ing fees. He had opposed one part of ohe of the bills, but really 


‘did not know that the other touched on fees at all. The question 


of the mode of taking evidence came to this. By the plan that he 
proposed, it was true, the Judge who was ultimately to decide 
would not any more than at present see the witnesses; but the 
Master who examined would see them. Under the present plan, 
neither judge nor examiner saw them. A jury would be the best 
mode in aJl cases where evidence was required; and though to 
that they could not come in the first instance, they were bound to 
make the nearest approach to it they could. In their approval of 
the present mode of taking evidence, he admitted that the Com- 
mission had been unanimous in the report; but many or at least 
some of them had changed their views since, for among those 
who examined and approved his plans were gentlemen who had 
served on the Commission. Lord Brougham said he was not 
aware that the observations of Lord Eldon had been spe- 
cially directed against the Country Commissions, nor that so 
wholesale a condemnation was peculiarly applicable to them: in 
the Country Commissions there were many men of the greatest 
knowledge and experience in the law; while it was notorious that 
in the Metropolitan Commissions there were many men who had 
neither knowledge nor experience. With respect to the emolu- 
ments of Chancellor, Lord Brougham said he knew little—he had 
as yet received none of them. He had paid the Vice-Chancellor 
his salary, although he did not know, until the report of the 
Commons Committee on Salaries, whether it would be allowed to 
him. He was Chancellor in possession, it was true—perhaps Lord 
Lyndhurst was Chancellor in reversion The account he had 
given of Bankrupt fees was not his own; he had received it froma 
very accurate person, and one well skilled in these matters—the 
Secretary of Bankrupts—who described the fees as amounting to 
7,0002. or 8,0002. He most willingly admitted, as he had always 
done, the great advantages he had received from his predecessor's 
labours; nor could he forget that many very excellent persons 
had preceded Lord Lyndhurst in the same field, among whom he 
was bound to single out among the departed the great Sir Samuel 
Romilly, and among those who had vigorously followed Sir 
Samuel's footsteps, Mr. Michael Angelo Taylor and the Queen's 
Attorney-General. To these, among others, much of the praise 
arising from any reform in the Court of Chancery was un- 
doubtedly due. 


5. THe Lorp CHANCELLOR AND THE COMMISSIONERS OF 
Lunatics. In the Court of Chancery, on the 17th instant, the 
Lord Chancellor was pleased to advert to a letter which he had 
received from the Metropolitan Commissioners of Lunatics, several 
of whom were members of Parliament and gentlemen of the bar, 
animadverting not on his Lordship’s judgment, but on a report of 
it which had appeared in the Morning Herald and Times news- 
papers. The Lord Chancellor, on the occasion, said he would not 
scruple, as had been done in a similar case of contempt, by Lord 
Holt and Mr, Justice Willis, to use the power of the Great Seal 
against the offenders, were the offence to he repeated; and he in- 
timated his intention of consulting with the other Judges respect- 
ing the course he should pursue in the present instance. In the 
House of Commons on Wednesday, on the introduction, by Mr. 
Roserr Gorpon, of a Bill to consolidate the Acts relating to In- 
sane Persons, Lord Granvitite Somerset, one of the Commis- 
sioners, commented on the threat of his Lordship. Lord Somerset 
said, that conceiving the reports in the T%mes and Herald to be 
more or less correct, and perceiving from them in the casein 
question that the Lord Chancellor evidently laboured undera mis- 
conception, the Commissioners, neither meaning nor intending dis- 
respect to his Lordship, addressed to him the letter complained of, 
with a view to remove the misconception. The letter his Lord- 
shipread. It commences thus— 

** My Lord—The report, such as it appeared in the Jimes and Morning 
Herald papers of Tuesday last, of the case of Mr. Houston, a lunatic, 
gives us reason to fear that from a misapprehension of the way in which 
the Metropolitan Commissioners in Lunacy had acted with regard to that 
individual, your Lordship adopted and expressed an erroneous opinion of 
our disposition, and our conduct in reference to this as well as to other 
cases of persons confined under commissions of lunacy.” 

The Commissioners then go on to vindicate themselves from 
the charge of interference in the case of Houston, and in the fol- 
lowing terms— 

« We trust your Lordship will publicly relieve us from the charge of pre- 
sumption and undue interference with the authority of the Crown, which 
your Lordship is reported to have preferred against us. For we beg to ob- 
serve, in conclusion, that in the performance of an irksome duty, we are 
not conscious of ever having evinced any disposition to exceed the au- 
thority conferred on us by the statute under which we act, and we doubt 
not that your Lordship will feel that the observations which have been at- 
tributed to your Lordship are calculated to deprive the Commission of that 
pubic estimation which is essential to the proper discharge of its offcial 

ies. 

In reference to Lord Brougham’s remark on the Commissioners, 
taking for granted the accuracy of the newspaper reports, Lord 
Somerset said, that if the Chancellor had any fault to find with 
the report, he ought to have called the reporters to the bar, and 

roved them. (Laughter.) If he had reporters in his Court, 
whom he could not trust, why did he not get rid of them ? 

The Sorrciror-GENERAL said, it was impossible that the Lord 
Chancellor could be accountable for newspaper reports. Yet the 
Commissioners proceeded on newspaper reports to arraign the 
Chancellor's conduct. They said they had reason to believe them 
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correct ; but he would put it to the House, whether any one, high 
or humble, had a right, on such evidence, whatever might be ‘his 
belief of its correctness, to expostulate with the highest Judge in 
the kingdom, after j.dzment delivered, and call on him to make, 
as it were, the amende honorable, as in this case the Commis- 
sioners had done. 

The Commissioners called upon the Judge to set them right before the 
public. How was he to doso? He must either publicly retract in court 
the observations imputed to him, or he must go to the press for tha 
purpose. Would that bea course of proceeding consistent with the ad~ 
ministration of justice in this country? How was a judge to go on, if he 
should have an appeal against his judgment, not only in the way in which 
the law already allowed it to be made, but an appeal out of doors founded 
upon an unauthorized report in a newspaper? However respectable the 
Metropolitan Lunatic Commissioners were, the Solicitor-General did not 
think that the act of Parliament brought them into such contact with 
the Great Seal, that they had any right to dictate to the Great Seal the 
course which it ought to follow. : 4 

The Lord Chancellor was fully justified in all he said of the Secre- 
tary of the Commissioners. What were the words of that person's 
letter? It commenced with “I have been instructed by Lord 
Granville Somerset ;” and went on to say, “in the mean time, E 
have to acquaint you that you are authorized to detain Mr. Hous- 
ton until you have further directions from the Lord Chancellor.” 
Here was an individual doing, in the name of the Commissioners, 
what was competent to none but the Lord Chancellor himself. 

Mr. Ross denied that the letter was written subsequent to 
judgment—it was written on Wednesday, and judgment was not 
given until Friday. The reports in the newspapers had been cor- 
roborated by a gentleman who heard the observations reported. 

The Arrorney-GENERAL thought such letters went clearly to 
interfere with the administration of justice. 

The Lord Chancellor did right officially to inform those who called 
upon him to correct reports in the newspapers respecting what he saidin 
his court, that they were committing a breaclvof propriety, and laying 
themselves open to censure or correction. 


6. THe Metauen TreEAty. Lord Srranarorp's motion re- 
specting Portugal, on Monday, was ostensibly for the production 
of the treaty of 1819, but the real object was the discussion of 
the wine equalization duty. The Methuen treaty, his Lordship ob- 
served, was first assailed at the close of that splendid career of 
victories which distinguished our arms under Marlborough. 

By the Methuen treaty, a preference was given to the wines of Portu« 
gal above those of France; Portugal giving a corresponding preference 
to our woollens. It was the barbarous principle of the time of Queen 
Anne, that if the people of this country got the wines and goods of France 
cheap, no matter how much our manufacturing interests suffered as the 
price of that cheapness. : 

This barbarous principle prevailed among the rulers only—it did 
not infect the people, as it does now. 

The people took the alarm, and the great grandfather of Lord King, 
who now took so active a part in bringing forward the peccadillos of the 
Church, as also Lord Halifax, took a very prominent part in support of 
the Methuen treaty. The Ministerial plan of that day was supported by 
the argument that the wines of France were much more gratifying to 
the palates of Englishmen. The plan, however, fell to the ground; and, 
as an able defender of the Methuen treaty had said, the employment of 
the loom of England, and the encouragement of her domestic industry, 
would be found much more advantageous to her than any benefit she 
could derive by consuming the wines of France ata cheap rate. It was 
then very properly contended, that it was not the policy of this country 
to encourage the trade of 2 power like France, when opposed to our own. 
The principle upon which we went was that of national reciprocity ; but 
how could we expect that that principle would be conceded to us by 
France? And if the policy of Bourbon France was not to encourage our 
trade, it was still less that of France in her present state, when she might 
feel it necessary to conciliate her numerous artisans by placing every re- 
striction upon the manufactures of England. 

The next attack made upon the treaty was in 1787, by Mr. Pitf. 
It was strenuously supported by Mr. Fox, but without success, 
The treaty was suspended, but the supervening war restored it to 
its honours; and the wines and woollens of Portugal and England 
continued to be exchanged as before. 

The next attempted modification of the Methuen treaty was 
that introduced by Mr. Canning, in 1810. The treaty of that year 
set forth— 

“That the two high contracting parties do reserve to themselves the 
right of revising and altering the said treaty, after the term of fifteen 
years ; and that any stipulation contained in it which appeared to affect 
injuriously either of the high contracting parties, should be considered as 
suspended in its operation, until the question which it involved was de~ 
cided upon, after due notice having been given by the other contracting 
party as to his intention. : 

Lord Strangford contended, that Ministers had not duly ob- 
served these stipulations —that they had neglected to give pro- 
per notice of the course they meant to pursue. . 

The vast amount of capital involved in this trade ought to have induced 
Ministers to proceed cautiously: instead of that, the course which they 
had pursued had thrown the trade into confusion,-and threatened with 
ruin those who were concerned in it. This was done at the very moment, 
too, when this Government were, through their Consul-General, insist- 
ing on the performance, by Portugal, of every stipulation that Govern~ 
ment had entered into with us, to the very letter. ‘Such was the time 
which Ministers had selected to make this alteration. He feared that 
they had:acted thus without taking due care of the property of the King’s 
subjects in that country. . 

Lord Govericu said, that Lord Strangford had quoted the 
-Methuen treaty imperfectly. The fact was, it did not bind Por- 
tugal at all. That country had power, under the Methuen treaty, 
whenever it found the arrangements therein stipulated not to 
beneficial, to depart from them. Again, in the treaty of 1810, 
the 26th and 33rd clauses clearly showed that no such previous 
intimation as Lord Strangford deemed hecessary on the part of 
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required. With respect to the boasted advan. 
teges of the Methuen treaty, Lord Goderich asked, 

ad the noble Lord ever heard of such.a body as the Oporto Wine Com- 

pany? Had the noble Lord ever heard what effect that Company had 
produced, when it was established in 1742? It was, without exception, 
the most detestable monopoly that ever existed. It was the most inju- 
rious and the most pernicious to Portugal, and, at the same time, the 
most destructive to the interests of those countries whose rights it in- 
vaded. The Government of this country at that period complained of 
the establishment of this Company as flagrantly unjust; they declared 
that, by allowing it, the Government of Portugal had violated all its trea- 
ties with this country. 

So far was the treaty of 1810 from being looked on as precluding 
England from the power of altering the commercial arrangements 
with Portugal, without such a notice as Lord Strangford deemed 
necessary, that in 1813, the Government of England declared to 
the Government of Portugal, in a remonstrance addressed to the 
court, then in Brazil, ’ 

That unless the British merchants were allowed to buy and sell when 
they thought proper (which, by the way, they could not do even at the 
present period), without any hindrance or control on the part of the 
Oporto Wine Company, according to the plain meaning and intent of the 
treaty, his Majesty’s Government were determined to bring into the 
British Parliament measures to facilitate the importation of wines from 
other countries, and thus prove to the world that the Prince Regent 
would not suffer treaties to be violated withimpunity. The last para- 
graph stated, that the supply of wine was unequal to the demand; and 
that, under existing circumstances, it would be found necessary to seek 
for asupply in other quarters, by which means encouragement would be 
given toa formidable rival of the Portuguese wine trade. What was 
meant by a ‘‘ formidable rival?” It was not Spain, nor Sicily, nor Tene- 
riffe, that was alluded to—but France. This remonstrance was sent out at 
the moment when the Duke of Wellington had planted the standard of 
Great Britain triumphantly on the soil of Spain and Portugal. The Secre- 
tary of State who authorized that remonstrance was the Marquis of Lon- 
donderry, and the Ambassador to whom it was intrusted was the Viscount 
Strangford. (Hear, hear !) 

The remonstrance had been resisted ; not the smallest redress 

had been granted; but surely it was not to be argued, that be- 
ae England had forborne to demand it, she had forfeited her 
right. ; 
_ Lord Errensorovenr thought there was considerable doubt 
on the construction of the act of 1810, notwithstanding the de- 
cided judgment of Lord Goderich in respect of it. Ifhe sought 
for the interpretation of that treaty, he would unquestionably 
rather have recourse to Lord Strangford, who drew it up, than to 
the Colonial Secretary. The letter of 1813 had been alluded to, 
but he did not consider it very regular for Government to act on 
a forgotten remonstrance, made no less than eighteen years ago. 
Two or three weeks was all that was required to give the notice 
which the treaty required, and thus all things would be set right. 
With respect to the new commercial arrangements, Lord Ellen- 
borough doubted their policy. 

Woollens were, he believed, exported to the average annual amount of 
300,000/. He stated this not as a matter of extreme moment, but merely 
to observe, that, considering the situation of this trade, it was necessary 
for his Majesty’s Ministers to look to the danger to which they might ex- 
pose the traffic in woollens by adopting this plan. They ought not, for 
a supposed and contingent advantage, to hazard the loss of a sure and 
certain benefit. The object of the alteration, he understood, was to 
realize an increase of 240,0001.a year. Now he was certain, that such a 
sum never would be realized, because no importation of Cape wines 
would ever take place under the duty which they meant to inflict :.and 
the total loss, with reference to that branch of the revenue, would not be 
less than 186,000. When we proposed to lay a higher duty on an in- 
creasing trade—say the wine-trade—we might be safe enough; but, when 
we imposed an augmented duty on a decreasing trade—and:such was the 
trade in Portuguese wines—the case was somewhat hazardous. The con- 
sumption of wines had fallen off in the last year to the extent of nearly 
1,000,000 gallons, or one-seventh of the whole amount of importation; 
yet, in the face of this fact, Ministers were about to raise the duty upon 
all but French wines. With regard to those wines, he admitted that in 
consequence of the diminution of duty there might be a considerable in- 
erease ; but the question was, whether it would be of an amount to com- 
pensate for the falling off in the import of other wines, and afterwards 
leave any material balance in favour of the revenue? 

Lord Ellenborough denied, as did also Lord Sirangford, the 
slightest intention to embarrass his Majesty's Government by the 
discussion of the Portuguese question. 

Lord Brovenam defended the conduct of Ministers from the 
charge of violating the national faith. He would sooner chop off 
his ght hand than be guilty of such a violation. In the case of 
a small state like Portugal, such conduct would be mean as well 
as perfidious, What said the Methuen treaty ? 

Not that England would at all times confer an advantage on Portuguese 
wines,—not that they should never be loaded with as high a duty as 
French wines,—but so long as- England required the wines of Portugal, 
and admitted them at a reduced duty, Portugal should let in English 
woollens ; and that as soon as England should alter the arrangement with 
respect to Portuguese by raising them to the level of French wines, then 
she was to pay the penalty of the change by losing the advantage conferred 
upon her woollens in the Portuguese market. 

Then again, as to the 26th article of the treaty of 1810, which, 
according tothe doctrine of Lord Ellenborough, only he who 
framed it was capable of interpreting— 

‘« By the way,” exclaimed Lord Brougham, ‘ who tells the House this? 

y, the son of my noble friend, the late Chief Justice of the King’s 
Bench. Did the noble Baron, did your Lordships, ever hear any man, 
professional or not professional, say, that in order to come at the true 
construction of an act of Parliament, it was necessary ta consult the in- 
dividual who brought it into Parliament ?—that to get at the intent and 
“meaning of a treaty, it was requisite to go to the Minister who signed it? 
Can any one figure to himself the indignation of my late noble and 
learned friend at hearing such a proposition advanced? But that we 
should ever hear the proposition advanced by the noble and learned Lord’s 
own seed, in his own house, in the highest court in the realm—that is so 





monstrous that I should not have liked to be the individaal—the lucKless 
wight—to suggest even to my late noble friend even the possibility of 
the occurrence of such a thing. I well know how the statement would 
have been received. (Laughter.) 

In point of fact, the 26th clause of the treaty of 1810 amounted 
to this, that the Methuen treaty remained not unaltered, but 
altered, or rather subject to alteration. If England chose to 
abandon the peculiar advantages of the Portuguese market for 
her woollens, she might equalize the duties of Portuguese wines. 
England had only to pay this penalty, and it might do with these 
wines as it thought proper. 

Suppose it were the case of alandlord andtenant. The landlord'or 
his steward had agreed that the tenant’s rent should remain unaltered: 
in the original lease there was no stipulation of the rent continuing the 
same for fifteen years, or of notice; it was a tenancy from year to year. 
If the tenant came to the landlord twenty-one years after his steward had 
stipulated that the rent should remain unaltered during pleasure, and 
said, ‘‘ You have raised my rent—this is a breach of your agreement,’® 
the landlord would naturally reply, ‘‘ I only consented to allow your rent 
to remain unaltered ‘ for the present’” (the very words of the treaty: of 
1810). ‘Butthen,” said the tenant, “‘ there was to be no change for 
fifteen years.” The answer was, ‘There was not a word about that in 
the original lease—not a syllable about notice.’ Besides, it might be 
said the fifteen years had expired, assuming the pretence upon that head 
to be good. : 

Alluding to the defence of the Methuen treaty by Mr. Fox, ‘in 
1786, Lord Brougham said, the defences of that treaty had beer 
previously disposed of by Dr. Smith. 

What was the temptation to the Methuen treaty? The notion that all 
the Brazil gold came to Portugal, and that we must endeavour to get @ 
share of it how we could, These were the dictates and exploded errors 
of the worst school of policy now brought forward—not to embarrass his 
Majesty’s Government. (Laughter.) No; Government was not so weak 
as to be thus easily embarrassed. Our wise forefathers said, ‘‘ Let us trim 
the balance of trade: never mind having commodities cheap, never mind 
the interests of the consumer. Portugal has Brazil; from Brazil comes 
gold; the only way to get our due share of it is by making all the sacri- 
fices we can,—a sacrifice of common sense among the rest. This was the 
cause of the Methuen treaty. Absurd as it was, inconsistent as it was, 
monstreusly offending against common sense as it did in those days, how 
infinitely more unhappy and pitiable was the condition of his noble 
friends (who had te make bricks without straw) at present, when Brazil 
no longer belonged to Portugal, and when we could send our woollens at 
once to Brazil if we wanted gold? (Heur!) If they were hapless and de« 
ceived men who approved of the Methuen treaty in 1703, how infinitely 
more hapless was the condition of his noble friends who defended that 
absurdity in 1831? (Laughter.) . } 

The Duke of Wetuineton thought, the extraordinary pains 
taken by the Chancellor to make good the defence of Government, 
argued any thing but a conviction on his part that the charge was 
not an embarrassing one. The Duke did not accuse Ministers of 
an intentional breach of national faith, but he thought they had 
neglected the treaty, as they had done many things besides, for 
the purpose of bringing matters forward in Parliament at an early 
period. The trade of the entire Peninsula was greater than that 
with any Continental state, Germany only excepted. It amounted 
to nearly 6,000,000; which was to be hazarded for the chance of 
100,0002. of additional revenue. In regard to Ireland also, the 
Duke considered our continued friendly relations with Portugal of 
extreme importance. 

Unfortunately, the great measure which he had the honour to propose 
three years ago, had not answered so as to produce—he would not say all 
the advantages he expected from it, but—the amountof advantage which 
some part of the public expected. To use a vulgar expression, a new hare 
had started, and we must probably look forward a long way ere the agita- 
tion excited in Ireland by the new question should have subsided. Now 
he wanted to know whether Portugal would not be as important to us 
during the agitation of that question as it had been previously? 

Lord King assailed the opponents of Ministers with ridicule. 

Of course the observations of the noble Duke and the noble Lord op- 
posite are not at all meant to embarrass the Government. Allthey meant 
was to sing a Te Deum over the Methuen treaty ; and if, as ot the wakes 
in Ireland, any row sprung up at the funeral, it was not their fault. After 
the example of these noble mourners, the next party Ministers would 
have complaining of the direful consequences of abrogating the Methuen 
treaty, would be the commercial interest—then the colonial—then the 
shipping—then the lead, if it had not complained already—(Laughter)— 
then the barilla—and, last of all, the band of gentlemen pensioners, la- 
menting the good old times that were never to return. 

Earl Grey exposed Lord Strangford’s inconsistency. 

The noble mover admitted that the Oporto Company’s monopoly was 
a virtual breach of faith of the Methuen treaty, and yet charged that breach 
of faith upon Ministers. But that was not all. The noble Lord, in 1813, 
writes, that he omitted to propose certain alterations in the act of 1810, 
because, said he, ‘‘I know that the Portuguese Government would be 
strongly opposed to it ;” and yet he now gravely comes down and charges 
Ministers with a breach of faith in not forcing upon the Portuguese his 
own avowed omission. In the name of common sense, was there ever 
such a charge heard from one engaged in diplomacy? Indeed, he must 
say he was ashamed, for the country, of the diplomacy exercised on the 
occasion. (Hear!) What! to record in his own words an omission, and 
the reasons for it, and then charge others, as a breach of faith, with the 
non-enforcement of the things omitted—was ever such a thing heard of 
since the daysof Adam? (Heur!) ‘ F 

The conduct of the Government, his Lordship contended, was 
no breach of faith— 

It was an assumption of a privilege, useful and advantageous to the 
country. With respect toa breach of faith, the complaint had always 
been against the Portuguese Government on that account, The complaint 
had never been dropped, but the vexations on the part of the Oporto 
Company had gone on unredressed up to the present day. He believed 
that no person who had heard the debate would go home unsatisfied on 
the subject, that it had been proved that we had a right to do what we 
were doing, without any imputation on our good faith; and he was 
equally convinced, that when the other a of the question came before 
the House to be debated, he should be able to show that we could do it 


without danger to the commercial or political interests of the country. 
(Hear !) 
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Lord StraNGForpD, in his reply, lamented, very feelingly, the 
treatment he had received from one who had been joined in office 
with him—who had sat at the same desk, dipped into the same 
ink-glass, scribbled on the same paper—one with whom he had 
been conjoined as Hermione with Helena, “like to a double cherry 
seeming parted, but yet a union in partition.” This flight of his 
Lordship was received with much laughter ; which, with the com- 
parison itself, the wearied reporters have omitted. 


7. Piuratitizs OF THE IR1isH Cuurcu. Lord Kina, on Mon- 
day, in moving for papers connected with the Union of Wicklow, 
stated, that in 2,450 parishes in Ireland, to sucha degree had the 
principle of union been carried, there were only 700 resident 
clergymen: 1,701 parishes of the 2,450 had been consolidated 
into 513 unions—Irish Consols as they might be called, and only 
749 were left in a state of single blessedness. In some cases, so 
many as ten parishes had been united under a single incumbent, 
and in one instance thirteen; the Wicklow union consisted of six. 
In the diocese of Clonfert, there was not, in 1824, a single dis- 
united parish; union prevailed over the whole diocese. In the 
diocese of Killaloe, 136 flocks were assigned to 44 shepherds ; in 
that of Dublin, there were 97 cases of united parishes. These 
unions continued during the life of the incumbent; and could not 
be renewed but by the act of the Bishop diocesan, who was called 
on by law to assign his reasons to the Lord- Lieutenant and the 
Privy Council of Ireland. If the reasons were deemed unsatis- 
factory, the union was at anend. The union of Wicklow consisted 
of the Vicarage of Wicklow, the Rectory and Vicarage of Drumkey, 
and the Vicarage of Killpole. The statement of the Archbishop 
(Magee) was, that the income of the union amounted to 900l. ; 
that the glebe land was only 3 acres, the total of the land in the 
union 17,200. Lord King, on the contrary, asserted, that the in- 
come was 2,2501., the glebe lands 40 acres, the land in the union 
22,000 Irish, or 36,000 English. The parishes of Drumkey and 
Killpole were described as incapable of supporting a clergyman ; 
and yet the income derivable from them was 395/.,—double the 
average, according to the Bishop of London, of the English 
clergy. The incumbent was the son of the Archbishop; and, in 
addition to the union, he held the parish of St. John’s, Dublin, the 

rebend of St. Patrick's, Christchurch, and the archdeaconry of 
ilmure in Clonfert. He did not hold the next parish to the 
union, which the former incumbent had, but his brother did. The 
whole of the union was, in fact, a piece of family arrangement. 

The Archbishop of Casuxt defended the union, on the ground 
that the tithes of it had long been united to the prebend of St. 
Patrick. 

Lord Farnam contended, that the facts of the case had been 
unfairly detailed: the union was estimated by Archbishop Magee 
as under 1000/. on the best possible data. There was at present a 
conspiracy on foot in Ireland to rob the Church of its tithes ; and 
he held such attacks on the high functionaries of the Church to be 
part of a system whose object was to subvert the Church altoge- 
ther. His Lordship particularly alluded to the advice given to a 
meeting of the parishioners of Greig, in Kilkenny, by a priest 
named Doyle, a relation of Dr. Doyle—that the people should re- 
sist payment of their tithes ; and if their property were seized, they 
should oppose the sale of it. 

Lord MrExzourns said, it was but just to add to this statement 
of individual impropriety, the fact that numerous Catholic priests 
had advised the people to pay their tithes peacefully, and depre- 
cated any resistance of the payment. 

After some further conversation, in which the Earl of WickLow, 
Lord Darntey, and the Duke of NorrHuMBERLAND joined, Lord 
King’s motion for the Archbishop’s report to the Irish Privy 
Council was agreed to. 


8. West Inpra IntEREsts. On Monday, previous to the 
House of Commons going into Committee of Supply, the Mar- 
quis of CHannos moved a resolution, that the distressed condition 
of the West India interests demanded the immediate attention of 
the House. He particularly insisted on the pressure of the heavy 
duty on sugar, which had been imposed as a war-tax, and ought 
to have ceased with the necessity that imposed it. He called on 
those members of the Government who had formerly advocated a 
reduction of the sugar-tax, and particularly on the Vice-President 
of the Board of Trade, to lend his aid in carrying the resolution, 
in conformity with the sentiments which he so often expressed. 
The Marquis avowed himself most anxious for the settlement of 
the Slave question, and said he would cheerfully join in any mea- 
sure for that purpose. 

Mr. P. THomson thought the more regular course would be to 
move fora Committee. Ministers had not neglected nor were 
they disposed to neglect the West India interest, but they must 
distribute relief according to their means. He certainly thought 
the coal-tax and the candle-tax much better subjects of reduction 
at the present moment than the sugar-tax. Mr. Thomson had 
always advocated the reduction as a benefit to the consumers, not 
as a benefit to the planters. Unless the latter could obtain a com- 
plete monopoly of the English market, the removal of the whole of 
the duties wouldbe no advantage to them. He was happy to learn 
that the planters were anxious for the settlement of the slave 
question 5 the Government of the country was equally so. Mr. 

homson denied that he had divided with, Lord Chandos on 
the West India question, on the oceasion to which allusion had 
been made. The minority in which he and the Marquis had been 
united, was on a motion for the reduction of the sugar duties ; for 





which he was still prepared to vote, when the means of reducing 
them were at his disposal. 

Mr. Harr Davis did not think that if the sugar duties were 
reduced the whole saving would go to the consumer ; part of it 
would find its way to the pockets of the grower. He thought no 
body of men had a stronger claim to relief than the sugar-planters. 
Mr. Davis requested to know, in regard to another class of planters, 
whether it was the intention of the Chancellor of the Exchequer to 
impose a duty on Irish tobacco, now that his plan for reducing 
the duty had been abandoned ? 

Mr. Roztnson hoped, while the persons connected with the 
timber-trade were about fo submit certain considerations to his 
Majesty’s Government against the resolutions connected with it, 
that the Chancellor of the Exchequer would not hastily answer 
that question. 

Lord AtrHorp said, he was fully prepared to admit the distress 
of the West India interest: at the same time, he: must say that 
none of the plans for removing it hitherto offered to Govern- 
ment appeared to him consistent with the interests of the country. 
Neither did he think that the first tax to be reduced should be the 
sugar-tax. It was commonly urged against those who proposed 
to take off a tax, that they must provide a substitute; but now, 
gentlemen stood forward to object to every tax that he proposed 
to impose, and the substitute they offered was to take off another. 
He could appeal even to the West India proprietors themselvés, 
whether the coal and candle taxes were not more proper objects 
of reduction than the sugar-tax ? When he had removed these— 
when he had proposed taxes in lieu of them, and they had all and 
every one of them been strenuously objected to—could any thing 
be more unreasonable than to ask him to add a remission of the 
sugar-duties to the remissions already made? When the timber- 
duties came under discussion, he should be prepared to show that 
they would not be accompanied with the injury it was alleged that 
they would be, either to the colonies or the shipping. To the mo- 
tion of the Marquis of Chandos, he must give a negative ; although, 
if a committee would satisfy the planters, he was most ready to 
grant it. In answer to Mr. Davis's question, Lord Althorp said, 
that the tobacco-duty being to remain unaltered, he did not 
think that part of his plan which related to Irish tobacco need be 
gone into: he should therefore postpone, for this session, any 
further consideration of the tobacco grown there. 

Mr. Hume was of opinion that the admission of East India on 
the same terms as West India sugars, would do the planters good 
instead of harm, by removing much of the ill-will under which they 
at present laboured. He recommended a Committee. 

Mr. CuHaR.LEs Grant objected to the resolution, merely because 
it went to obstruct the supplies ; otherwise he would certainly 
have voted with the Marquis of Chandos. 

Mr. BERNAL said, if the motion were to embarrass the Govern- 
ment, he would vote against it; but he could not be persuaded to 
view it in that light, or to believe that it was brought forward for 
that purpose. 

Sir James Granam said, he would take the sense of the House 
on the resolution, if he stood alone. He neither denied nor wished 
to deny the distress complained of; nor did he think that the 
passing of the resolution would obstruct the supply, but in the 
House and out of the House it would and must be received as 
a censure passed on the conduct of Ministers. 

They had heard a great deal about the necessity of supporting public 
credit. If, however, gentlemen went on supporting every proposition for 
the reduction of taxation, and resisting every proposition for its imposi- 
tion, they might talk as they would of the spotless honour of the country 
—they might declaim as loudly as they pleased against all infringements of 
public faith and public credit,—but he there plainly declared that such a 
course was altogether inconsistent with the maintenance of the public 
faith and the preservation of the national honour. (Cheers.) The House 
had to judge whether, in the remission of taxation, it was or was not the 
duty of Government to take off the duty on coals and candles without loss 
of time. (Hear, hear!) If this were decided in the affirmative, and if it were 
admitted, as it must be, that the public service could not go on withouta 
certain amount of revenue, and that in remitting taxes the best taxes had 
been taken off, the only remaining question was, whether the House 
would or would not support the Government. (Cheers.) 

Sir James said, he was sorry to differ in his view of the subject 
from that of his friend Mr. Charles Grant, but in such a case-all 
considerations of personal regard must give way to his sense of 
public duty. 

Sir Ronert Peex interposed. 

The true way to promote the interests and add to-the comforts of the 
slaves, was first to restore prosperity to the West India islands. The 
noble Lord, in bringing forward those resolutions, said that the West In- 
dies required relief, and he quite agreed with him. With regard to this 
motion, however, he (Sir R. Peel) was placed in this difficulty—if he should 
vote for the resolutions of the noble Lord inthe present state of the 
Budget, he might be encouraging the expectation that some fiscal reduc- 
tion would be made for the relief of the West India interests, which 
hereafter it would be found impossible to effect ; and he therefore would 
recommend the noble Lord to withdraw his motion. The Chancellor of 
the Exchequer had pledged himself to take off the coal-duty and the can- 
die-duty ; and Sir Robert had not as yet heard a satisfactory explanation 
as to the quarter upon which the new taxes were to be imposed, or in 
what manner the deficiency they occasioned was to be supplied: In such 
a state of things, he must advert to the paramount necessity which ex- 
isted, in the present times, for maintaining the public credit inviolate, 
(Hear !); and, impressed as he was strongly with that necessity, he could 
not pledge himself to remove any portion of the revenue until he saw a 
certainty of its place being supplied. Upon that single ground, he should 
find it impossible to vote for the motion of his noble friend, and he there- 
fore hoped that his noble friend would not put the resolutions to a vote 
that night, but that he would consent to withdraw his motion. 

Sir Robert said: he had no other objection to the Ministry's tak- 
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ing their stand upon the notice’ of the Marquis of Chandos, but 
that it had been too little discussed, and was of too little weight.to 
found on it a vote for the exclusion of any Ministry. This was 
his sole reason for not voting for it. 

Mr. Hunr said, the Minister had: taken off the coal-tax, the 
candle-tax, and the newspaper-tax ; he. had given the people heat, 
light, and knowledge. -He would not join in-any vote that went to 
shake the eredit. of-fhe Minister; while the 1st of March was so 
nigh at hand: had that day been more’ distant, he might perhaps 
have voted with the Marquis of Chandos. 

The resolution, in consequence of Sir Robert Peel's recommen- 
dation, was then withdrawn.

The late riots in Paris have led to an event which the people of 
France have earnestly called for during the last three or four 
months. The intention of the King to dissolve the present 
Chambers was announced on Saturday, by M. Laritre, and re- 
ceived with universal satisfaction. 

The supplies will not be voted in the present Chambers: the 
Ministers intend to content themselves with a vote of credit for 
four months. On Wednesday, De BeRANGER, as reporter 
of the Commission, detailed the law of elections: the only 
new feature is the fixing of the qualification of the voters at 
240 franes (about 102.) of direct taxes per annum, instead of 
300. The announcement of this important extension was 
received with sneers and laughter. It is meant, however, that 
where there may not be at least one out of 200 souls entitled 
to a vote under the new law, the proportion shall be made 
up out of those who pay less than 240 francs. The whole num- 
ber of electors, under the new law, would be about 220,000; 
under the old law the number was about 90,000. OpiILLoN 
Barnor has been dismissed from the Prefeciship of the Seine: he 
had been charged with remissness of duty during the late riots, 
and by way of a compensation, M. Baupez has been dismissed 
from the Police. The dismissal of-the former has been received 
with much displeasure by the Liberal party. Paris is now per- 
fect}y tranquil ; and the people having a fresh topic to discuss, it 
will probably. remain so, at least until that topic. become stale. 
The fleurs-de-lis have all been displaced, as well as the fleur-de-lis 
crosses, 


The Belgians have now received, in the plainest and most posi- 
tive terms, a refusal from Lours Puruip and his Ministry to allow 
the Duke of Nemours to be their Sovereign. The next best plan 
would perhaps have been to appoint the Prince of Leucuren- 
BERG ; and thus bring the question with the Allies, who evidently 
wish to force on the Belgians the Prince of Orange, toa speedy 
issue. We do not believe that France dared attempt or that any 
other power in Europe would be found capable of disturbing such 
an arrangement. The Congress has taken the middle course, by 
resolying to appoint a Regent. They will thus have a Sovereign 
without authority at home, or recognition abroad. 





It isnow stated, that Duke CHartes, the Ex-Monarch of 
Brunswick, has given up all intention of returning to the Duchy ; 
and that his brother will remain, in consequence, in undisturbed 
possession. 





The Polislr question remains in nearly the same state as it did 
last week. The Russians have entered the Polish territory in se- 
veral divisions ; but upto the latest dates, no rencontre had taken 
place. The Poles are wisely determined not to risk a general 
engagement if possible; nor does the prospect of the destruction 
of Warsaw,-which is calculated on as a probable event, appear 
to intimidate them. By protracted warfare, they may defeat the 
best-appointed army in the world; but protracted warfare implies 
a unanimity of resistance that great masses seldom offer. It is

be continued as Commander-in-Chief under Prince RapziwiLL, 
and supply to the latter the military experience which he does not 
possess. 





Risings, more or less positive, have now taken place in the Mo? 
denese territories, in the legation of Bologna, of Ferrara, in the 
States provisionally assigned to Maria Louisa, Parma and Pia- 
cenza, in Ancona, Urbino, and Lucca. At Parma, the Ex-Empress 
of France was bowed out of the town with the most edifying show 
of courtesy. In all these risings, the people have been trium- 
phant, and the authorities have made very little display of resist- 
ance. ‘The issues of the game, however, are not in the hands of 
the Italians. Had they to deal only with one another, the popular 
cause might continue to maintain the superiority it has so speedily 
and easily gained; but how the insurgents will make head against 
the troops of Austria, is another question. Hitherto the move- 
ments of that power have been, as they always are, very slow ; 
but they are not to be looked on as the less certain. If the Italians 
gain the liberty after which they long, we rather think it will not 
be by their own arms. 





The private letters from Lisbon had described an insurrectionary 
movement as intended for the 8th instant ; and the ramifications 
of the conspiracy against the beloved Miguet were said to be 
extensive. Two decrees of that Prince, dated the 9th, confirm 
the intelligence,—which, from the repeated announcement of 
tumults in act or intendment, none of them realized, had been 
received with some doubt. The decrees state, that attempts had 
been made to corrupt some of the subalterns and privates of the 
garrison of Lisbon, and that the public tranquillity had been dis- 
turbed by sky-rockets discharged on the morning of the 9th. The 
first decree directs an inquiry into the facts of the disturbance to 
be made by the department of ecclesiastical affairs and of justice. 
The second decree appoints two commissioners, one for Lisbon, 
and the other for Oporto, to try (or rather, from the words of the 
decree, to condemn) all persons charged with exciting to revolt, 
sedition, or tumult—execution to follow in twenty-four hours. 
The commissions are to consist each of four civil and three 
military judges. The latest letters, which come down to the 
13th instant, say that one hundred and fifty persons had been 
arrested. 





It may be recollected, that when Mina some time ago made 
his abortive attempt on the Northern frontier of Spain, a diver- 
sion was talked of as intended to be made by General TorriJos at 
Gibraltar. A diversion, or rather a divertissement, it has been. 
After a great deal of delay and preparation, the Liberals marched 
towards’ Algesiras. In the neighbourhood of the lines, they were 
met by a body of Ferpinanp's troops, instantly defeated, in sight 
of the garrison of the Rock, and compelled to scamper back 
under the guns, to shelter themselves from destruction. A tem- 
porary suspension of communication has been the result of this 
affair ; but it is not supposed it will continue for above a few days. 





Some disturbances, which one of the London journals has con- 
verted into a rebellion, have occurred in the county of Meath. It 
appears that a number of people had assembled at Kells and 

obbor, whose object was to procure a reduction of rent, particu- 
larly on their potato-grounds, and an advance of wages—a shilling 
a day was their demand. The 12th Lancers were sent to the 
spot, and a company of the 92nd Highlanders. No actual outrage 
seems to have been committed, nor do the military and the people 
appear to have come into collision, A letter from Dublin, dated 
Tuesday, written under very evident penny-a-line perturbation of 
mind, says— ; 

“A company of the 9th and 92nd Highlanders, with a squadron of the 
12th opal Lancers, have just gone past in full trot. The accounts are 
truly alarming. More infantry are passing, and I learn from the men that 
they have loaded firelocks. Good God! What a state the country is in! 


Troops go this morning for Kilkenny. The soldiers have thirty miles 
before them.” 


The picture of the Highlanders marching from Dublin to Kells 
at full trot is very fine ; and then the terrible novelty of the soldiers 
having loaded firelocks ! 

An unfortunate event has taken place at Foxford, county Mayo, 
where a number of peasants having assembled to rescue their 
cows, which had been impounded for rent, were fired on by the 
military, by directions of the Magistrate in attendance, and two 
men were unhappily killed. The mob are described as yery vio- 
lent, and as decidedly the aggressors.

Tuer Kine anv nts Courr—The Royal party left Brighton for Lon- 
don on Menday morning. The Brighton people are loud in their ex- 
pressions of regret; and, mingled with some little selfishness, we do not 
doubt that in their regret there is not a small portion of honest senti- 
ment. King William and Queen Adelaide are more at home in the 
country than in town ; and, like all characters in which the natural pre- 
domiuates, they are the more apt to generate admiration the more closely 
they are viewed. Here we see only a King and a Queen—we are con- 
scious only of the presence of royalty: at Brighton it is the humanity 
of the picture that comes principally out. 

Their Majesties have had a busy week—on Tuesday, the Theatre ; 
on Wednesday, a Levee; on Thursday, that rich and rare exhibition, 
a Drawing-room, 


. Drury Lane enjoys, by hereditary tenure, a priority of right to royal 
patronage, and was of.course selected as the place where the King 
should first see and be seen by his loving subjects. The Royal party 
sat most resolvedly through the School for Scandal—a comedy which, 
with all its great fame, is somewhat. vulgar in its wit, and on the stage, 
unless when very admirably acted, somewhat lagging in its catastrophe ;. 
and through the entire of the pantomime—a performance which only 
childhood recollections can ever render tolerable. The audience were 
as outrageous in their loyalty as usual, and insisted on having ‘* God save 
the King” twice, to please themselves and honour the King. 

The Levee of Wednesday did not differ in any essential from those 
which have repeatedly taken place of late. The King gave audiences, 
as is usual, to the Foreign Ambassadors, and also to the greater number 
of the Cabinet Ministers, before the commencement of the ceremony 
of the day. Previous also to the levee, General Grey received from 
his Majesty the grand cross of the order of Hanover, and Sir Frederick 
Maitland was invested with the insignia of Knight Commander of the

Lonpon Untverstry.—The annual meeting of proprietors was held on 
Wednesday ; Mr. Hobhouse in the Chair. The Report of the Council 
stated, that the capital of the University was 164,000/,, of which 155,000, 
had been received. There were arrears, in respect of calls on shares, 
to the amount of 6,0002. With a view to economy, a Committee had 
been appointed to investigate the affairs of the establishment, and the 
Warden had voluntarily relinquished 2002 per annum. The number of 
students last year was 516, being 70 less than in the previous year 
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his falling off had been principally in the law classes. The library 

yas augmented to 9,598 volumes; and the Elementary School had 
made a favourable progress.. On the whole, the Council felt that the 
greatest difficulties which had impeded the institution had been over- 
come ; but, at the same time, they reminded the proprietors that the 
state of the finances required their exertions to obtain pupils. 

PrintEeD Caricors.—A meeting of the wholesale calico-dealers was 

held on Tuesday, at the Guildhall Coffeehouse ; when several resolutions 
were entered into, deprecatory of the intention of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer not to pay back the duties on calicoes on hand, The case 
made out by the meeting in favour of calicoes destined for the home 
market seems to be unanswerable. The duty, the resolutions say, 
amounts to about 25 or 30 per cent. on the value: the moment the 
duty is taken off, the taxed goods will be met by free goods, and must be 
sold, in consequence, at a great reduction ; the whole public receive the 
benefit of the remission of the tax, and it is unfair that a part of the 
public should suffer all the loss. The chances of imposition are, we be- 
lieve, as the meeting states them, very small, for all the goods bear the 
Excise stamp. Ofcourse, no one dreams of asking back the duty unless 
on goods in piece. We do not see how the reasons of the meeting can 
be met, or why they should not be listened to. We must, however, 
observe, that they apply to such goods only as have been fabricated for 
the home market, and are only iit for it. With respect to drawback on 
goods to be exported, there does not seem sufficient reason why it should 
be limited to three months; and that period is obviously too short. It 
is true, the manufacturer may, within the period, export his cottons ; 
but that would have the effect of overstocking the foreign market. He 
must then either sell at a very reduced price, or remain at a great 
charge in the foreign warehouses. ‘There seems no risk of fraud in re- 
spect to the export goods, because they will also be distinguished from 
the free goods by the Excise mark. The period might be extended to 
six or nine months. This arrangement would enable all parties con- 
cerned to regulate their dealings. As it is, they have not had sufficient 
netice of the proposed measure to make any prudent arrangements re- 
garding it, as to their present stocks on hand. 

Coa.-Durizs.—The repeal of the coal-duties will commence from the 
ist of March. All coals shipped for London after that day will be exempt 
from duty. Business was at a stand at the Coal Exchange on Monday. 
An order was sent to Gravesend, on Saturday, for the 150 ships lying 
there, to proceed to London. The coal-factors have received orders from 
the North not to dispose of a single ship till after the Ist of March, un. 
less the merchants will pay the duty. 

Wrye-Duties.—The new scale of wine-duties applies from the day 

on which the Budget wasannounced. All duties on wines from that day 
will be 5s. Gd. per gallon, Cape excepted. The Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer has given notice to the merchants, that they will be held re- 
sponsible for the duties on all wines which have been since sent to cus- 
tomers. 
_ Tax on Stram-VEssets.—A deputation on the part of the people of 
Gravesend, and the Corporation, and Steam-boat Company of that-town, 
waited on the Chancellor of the Exchequer on Monday, to remonstrate 
against the imposition of any tax on steam boats. Lord Althorp said, 
that Government intended to modify the duty, but he was not prepared 
at that moment to state in what way. It was not their present intention 
to impgse it in the shape of a poll-tax, but rather in the shape of a tax 
tipon the vessel, possibly on the tonnage. 


Truro Exxction.—This case was decided by a committee of the 
House of Commons on the 18th instant; Sir Edward Knatchbull 
being chairman, and the rest of the committee, Mr. J. J. Hope Vere, 
Mr. W. Evans, Mr. Thomas B. Fyler, Lord Holmesdale, Mr. C. K. 
Tynte, Marquis Douro, Mr. J. Ballie, Mr. Montague L. Chapman, Mr. 


-M, Praed, and Sir Thomas Constable. 


Myr. Adam, for the petitioners, Sir John Lubbock and Mr. Tooke, 
contended, that the supposed final determination of the 21st of May, 
1689, whereby the right of voting was declared to be in a select num- 
ber of burgesses only, could not be held to deprive the inhabitant house- 
holders, rated and paying scot and lot, of their elective franchise. The 
dispute in 1689 appeared, from the Journals, to have been between. the 

elect, or twenty-four capital burgesses, and the populacy, a very dif- 
ferent body in common parlance and legal construction from scot and 
let housekeepers; and. therefore, Mr. Adam alleged, the claim ofthe latter 
had never been determined, and ought nt to beaffected by any decision be- 
tween other parties. Besides, where any doubt or ambiguity appeared, as 
in this instance, the Committee were not bound by the former decision, 
Mr, Harrison (for the sitting members) stated that the term ‘ popu- 
lacy * meant the same as ‘scot and lot housekeepers ;"’ and that there- 
fere the.qnestion was no longer open to them. In support of his asser- 
tion, he read a passage from Simeon on Elections; but the authority 
failed him, as the passage distinctly proved that “ populacy ”’ was syno- 
mymous with ‘potwallopers” and inhabitants generally, whether 
lodgers or others. The Committee-room being cleared, after upwards 
of an hour's deliferation, the Committee decided that they were bound 
by the last determination of 21st May, 1689. Mr. Adam raised another 
point on the absolute nullity! of the charter of Elizabeth, which was 
surrendered to Charles the Second, such surrender having been duly 
enrolled. This point appeared to make great impression; but the Com- 
mittee considered themselves precluded, by the determination of 1689, 
from determining on the validity of the charter. Both decisions being 
thus adverse to the petitioners, the sitting members were declared duly 
returned. It was understood, that on each question the numbers were 
equal; being 5 to 5, and decided only by the Chairman’s vote. The 
general impression was so strong in the House, and among lawyers, of 
the conclusive nature of Mr. Adam’s argument on both points, that the 
petitioners would have been advised to appeal, but that the Reform Bill 
will, it is hoped, give them all the benefit of that appeal, The house- 
holders of the opulent and populous town of Truro are now therefore 
represented by the nominees of a peer, on the election of twenty-four of 
his Lordship’s iriends and dependants, the capital burgesses comprising 
among their number, Lord Exmouth, Admiral Devonshire, half a-dozen 
clergymen, and as many lawyers, most of them non-resident, and having 
no common interest with the inhabitants of Truro. 

Rerorm Mesrrimnas.—The High Sheriff of Wiltshire has convened a 
meeting ‘of that county to be held at Devizes, to consider the subject 





of Patliamentary Reform, The requisitiori was signed by the Earls of 
Suffolk and Radnor, Lord Andover (the first nobleman’s son), Sir Ed- 
ward Poore, Bart., and upwards of one hundred gentlemen of the first 
rank, wealth, and respectability, within the county. Wiltshire is one of 
the principal of the Borough counties, and contains within it severa) of 
the most remarkable among the rotten boroughs,—such as Chippenham, 
Downton, Wilton, Old Sarum (the beau idéal of boroughmongering !), 
Cricklade, Wootton Bassett, Great Bedwin, Ludgershall, Heytesbury, 
Hindon, Malmesbury, Calne, Marlborough, Devizes, and, to crown all, 
Westbury. It was at first stated, that from a fear that the Earl of 
Radnor would be able to get the county pledged to his principles of Re. 
form, no county meeting would be convened. 

Meetings have also been held at Durham, Bury in Suffolk, Cocker- 
mouth, Cork, Winchester, Dudley, and many other places. 

Bricuron Mrretine.—A meeting, intended, as the Brighton Ga- 
wette says, to be a very moderate and well-behaved one—a “4 and 4 
make 9 meeting,’ as Lafayette has it—took place on Friday last, on the 
subject of Reform. Unfortunately, the Radicals got possession of the 
room; and having argued the requisitionists out of their’senses—which. 
indeed, doesnot seem to have been a very difficult task—they carried @ 
petition, and a thundering one. It prays for ballot, the sale of Church 
lands, equitable distribution of tithes, reduction of the national debt, 
and all manner of enormities. What is best of all, this out-and-out 
petition not only is, but bears to be the petition of Brighton—of a 
meeting called by and presided over by the authorities. The principal 
actor in the drama was aMr. Ricardo, who moved the moderate petition ; 
and who, in his haste to reply to the mover of the amendment, con- 
trived to shut the whole of his own supporters out of court. A coun- 
ter petition, which, we dare say, speaks much more truly the sense of 
the influential classes of Brighton, has been got up, and will, no doubt, 
be numerously signed. Still, we think it would have been better not to 
make any allusion to the Radical petition, much less to deny that it 
was the petition of the parish. The good people of Brighton, situated 
as they are in respect of Royalty, ought to leave the edge-tools of Re- 
form to be handled by those that like them. ‘They can hardly avoid 
cutting their fingers, touch them how delicately soever they may. The 
Brighton Gazette says, the meeting was got up at the suggestion of Lord 
John Russell, and with a view to support Ministers. To support 
Ministers it might be meant, though what support they were to derive 
from it is not easily calculated ; we, however, question its being got up 
at the instigation of Lord John Russell, or any one else, but the good- 
intentioned, and, as the event has shown, not over prudent requisi- 
tionists. 

3nistoL Peririon.—The Bristol Anti-Reform Petition was pre- 
sented to the King at the Levee, on Wednesday, by the Duke of Beau- 
fort, accompanied by the Bishop of Bristol, Sir Charles Wetherell (the 
Recorder), and the Members for Bristol. The petition was signed by 
5,000 persons, and their addresses were annexed. The Reform petition 
from the same city has 17,000 signatures. 

Newark Exection.—This election closed on Monday. The numbers 
were—Handley, 833 ; Wilde, 547; Wilkins, 2. 





Tue Orv Barry Sessions.—The trials at this sessions, which termi 
nated on Thursday, with the exception of the case of St. John Long, 
have offered nothing of passing or permanent interest. On Thursday, 
sentence of death was passed on twenty-four individuals, for house- 
breaking and stealing, on one for burglary, and on two females for coining. 
This is the perfection-of-reason system—to frighten men from the com- 
mission of crimes by sentences which are never meant to be carried into 
execution. Sparrows are too cunning to be frightened from their pur- 
pose by a pole with an old hat on the top of it ; but any scare is deemed 
sufficient for Englishmen. 

Mr. Sr, Joun Lona.—At the time when our first edition last week went 
press, the trial of this person was going on; in our second edition we 
mentioned the result—a verdict of Not Guilty. We now give a sume 
mary of the evidence. 

The only complaint to which the deceased, Mrs. Lloyd, had been sub- 
ject previous to Mr. Long’s prescribing for her, was a slight affection of 
the throat, resembling quinsy in its effects: it was the ordinary conse. 
quence of cold, and had always yielded to a very small blister. Mrs. 
Lloyd was put under Mr. Long’s care on the 5th October; on the 6th, 
she inhaled, as it is called; andon the same day, or a day or two after, 
she was rubbed. On the 10th; she complained of extreme pain in her 
breast, from the friction ; the pain was accompanied with sickness, rest. 
lessness, and fever. There was a discharge from the centre of the sore, 
and the edges were much inflamed and puffed up. The discharge in. 
creased in quantity; and wherever it touched the skin, it produced in- 
flammation of a similar character to the original sore. On the 12th, 
Captain Lloyd, the husband of the deceased, saw Mr. Long; when the 
latter inquired why his patient had not visited him again to proceed with 
her inhaling and rubbing ? He called on the evening of that day. From 
the excessive pain, the patient had been induced to lay aside Mr. Long's 
dressing—a cabbage-leaf—and apply asimple blister-dressing. Mr. Long 
dabbed the sore with a cloth ; told Mrs. Lioyd that old linen was best for 
healing sores of that kind, and that, as soon as it was healed, he 
would rub it again. He called on the 13th; but at that visit 
Mrs. Lloyd was so ill and so fearful of having the wound irritated 
again, that she refused tosee him. This was his last visit to Mrs. 
Lloyd. On the 12th, Mr. Campbell, a surgeon, was called in. Mr. 
Campbell describes the counter-irritant wound in the following terms— 
“ I found an extensive sore, covering the whole anterior part of the 
chest. A very strong acid would, I think, have produced that wound, 
The skin was destroyed, and lay separated in folds on the chest; the 
cellular membrane under the skin was partly destroyed; there was a 
considerable discharge from the whole of the wound, which extended from 
nearly one arm-pit to the other, above the throat, to the bottom of the 
chest; the skin was nearly off both breasts ; the centre of the wound 
was darker in colour than the other parts. I rather think there were 
several cabbage-leaves then over the wound, which I removed, and ap- 
plied a simple spermaceti ointment. [This was on the Tuesday.] I 
visited her again on the Wednesday, and twice a day until her death. I 
considered the wound decidedly dangerous when first I saw it—danger- 
ous to life The spermaceti-dressing was applied until Mr. Vance came, 
when a little calamine powder was added, and a poultice a day or two 
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afterwards, Nothing that we applied could increase the danger. When 
Mr. Vance came, I described to him correctly the treatment I had used, 
Atone time,'a slight hope was entertained that her life would be preserved. 
I administered internally saline and aperient medicines ; and after that she 
had bark and mineral acids, with quinine. Mortification had then taken 
place, and these medicines were administered to support nature. Mortifica- 
tion began about a week after I visited her. Inmyjudgment, her death was 
caused by the wound in her breast. In my opinion, it was not necessary to 
produce such a wound to correct any difficulty in swallowing; nor do I 
know any disease in which it would be necessary or proper to cause the 
wound.” Mr. Vance, the surgeon who was called in toassist Mr. Campbell, 
attended on the 2Ist. Mr. Vance had at a former period attended Mrs. 
Lloyd, and speaks of her general health thus—* Three years before that 
time, I attended Mrs. Lloyd for an affection of the throat. I at first 
thought the passage into the stomach was too narrow; but I had after- 
wards reason to think it was not owing to that cause, but to a nervous 
and muscular affection of that organ; it is by no means an uncommon 
complaint; it is not a disease that frequently proves fatal. In my opi- 
nion, an exterior wound on the throat would not relieve such a com. 
plaint. Mrs. Lloyd’s body, both internally and externally, was in a 
state of perfect health, with the exception of the chyroid gland and the 
windpipe. In my opinion, those parts must have been free from disease 
before the wound on the chest was occasioned. I believe the cause of 
Mrs. Lloyd's death was the mortification of the part to which I have 
alluded. The mortification was produced by inflammation, and that must 
have been caused by some powerful application.”” Mr. Brodie did not 
attend Mrs. Lloyd ; but he perfectly approved of all that had been done 
by Mr, Campbell and Mr. Vance; and he equally condemned the pro- 
duction of such a sore as that of which Mrs. Lloyd died, for any purpose 
cure whatever. 

Mr. St. John Long, on being called on fur his defence, described him- 
self as intimately acquainted with anatomy and physiology, and he 
would produce witnesses to prove it. [None such appear to have been 
produced on the trial.] He said he had begun his methods of cure by 
slight cases, and had been led to apply it to severe cases by its success 
in others. He had cured numerous incurables of the regular prac- 
titioners ; he had excited their envy, and hence these prosecutions. 
We had cured liver complaint, diseases of the hip-joint, smallpox, in- 
sanity, &c. He never lost a patient who had not been in some other 
medical man’s hands before. He had spent more on his education and 
his apparatus than any surgeon in London—they had cost him 10,0007, 

A number of witnesses were examined to character: among whom 
was Mr. Prendergast, M.P., Mr. Sheriff Spottiswoode, and a host more 
of men and women. 

The trial lasted nearly twelve hours. The Jury were absent about an 
hour. On their return, the prisoner looked alarmed, but he brightened 
up on hearing the verdict, and it was cheered by his friends in court. 
Notwithstanding the acquittal, Mr. St. John Long was not discharged 
from Newgate till Monday. 


Vusrris’s Lecs.—Thomas Papera was indicted on Tuesday for steal- 
ing a variety of casts in plaster of Paris, value 2s. 6d., the property of 
James Millest Papera and partner. The principal article alleged to be 
stolen was a cast of Madame Vestris’s leg. The evidence not being 
sufficient to support the charge, the prisoner was acquitted. 

Rowsery 1n Court.—At the termination of the Old Bailey sittings 
on Tuesday evening, a Juror complained that his greatcoat had been 
stolen from the Jury-box. The Common Sergeant regretted the gen- 
tleman’s loss, and said it was lamentable that even the Courts of Justice 
were not sanctuaries which would protect from roguery. He remem. 
bered to have heard [and we too have heard the story only thirty-nine 
times], that the late Chief Baron Richards once had his coat stolen ; 
and on the same day, a person applied before him to justify bail, dressed 
in the same coat, and was opposed on the part of the creditor : the learned 
Judge, from the respectab/e manner in which the surety was dressed, 
allowed the bail to be accepted, and justification was made. 

InpicrMenT acarnst Copperr.—The author of the Political Register 
has traversed his trial till next session. He says he shall move it into 
the Court of King’s Bench. 

Pick1na A Pockrer on Horsepacx.—As a farmer was returning from 
Liskeard fair, a young woman begged him to take her up behind him on 
his horse, as she was very tired. He good-naturedly complied ; but after 
riding a short distance she dismounted, and the farmer soon found that 
she had robbed him of seven sovereigns. 





Tue Duke or Weiiinaton.—Last Saturday afternoon, as the Duke of 
Wellington was riding on horseback in Oxford Street, the horse stumbled, 
threw his Grace with great violence on the ground, and then fell upon 
him, Fortunately, though the accident looked very alarming, the Duke 
was not in the slightest degree hurt, though considerably befouled 
with mud. : 

Lor» Conyers Osnorn.—This young nobleman, the second son of the 
Duke of Leeds, whose death at Oxford we announced last week, seems 
to have fallen in a scufile of some sort with Lord Hillsborough, in con- 
sequence of a random blow. Lord C. Osborn had dined out, and spent 
the evening with some young friends on the evening of his death. He 
returned to his rooms about eleven o'clock. The rencontre with Lord 
Hillsborough, which is so obscurely hinted at, took place in the quad- 
rangle of the Court of Christ Church. The coroner's inquest which sat 
on the body returned a verdict of “chance medley.” His Lordship 
was in his twentieth year, and is described as having been of a very 
amiable disposition, and the favourite son of his father. 

Horristz Dearu.—On Wednesday evening, between six and seven 
o'clock, a female named Ward, cook to Mr. Bolton, solicitor, John’s 
Street Road, was found by a young man, in her master’s kitchen, sus- 
pended by her gown, near the back of the neck, from a hook in the 
mantel-piece. The upper part of her person was miserably scorched, 
her legs and feet shockingly scalded, and she was quite dead. From 
the situation in which she was discovered, it is conjectured that 
the hook caught her clothes in her attempt to take a kettle of boiling 
water from the fire, and, being drawn near the bars of the grate, her 
clothes caught fire, and in her struggles she kicked. over the boiling- 
water, ’ 

WIVENHOE Ferry.—A young gentleman, named Carrington, was 





unfortunately drowned on the 16th, in an attempt to ford this ferry on 
horseback. He had crossed in the morning when the tide was out, and 
imagined that he might cross again ip the evening when the tide was 
flood. A boat was launched for his rescue; but in the hurry of the mo- 
ment, only one oar was put init. Mr. Carrington sunk not more than 
four yards from the boat. 

‘Heavy Wet, Heavy Wer!”—A porter-vat, containing six hun- 
dred and thirty hogsheads, the property of Messrs. Mottram, Manches.« 
ter, burst with the pent-up liquor last week, and had nearly washed 
away the vat-house and drowned the labourers with its muddy torrent. 
After quitting the brewery, it directed its course to a pit in the neigh- 
bourhood, in which was a quantity of stagnant water. The contents of 
the pit were soon converted into very fair saleable liquor, and during 
some hours the people were employed in carrying it off in cans and 
pitchers. Beer has not been drank so cheap in Manchester since the 
malt-tax was imposed. 

Fire.—About one o’clock on Sunday morning, an oat-rick, of about 
sixty quarters, and one of hay, about thirty tons, at Stoke Row, near 
Henley, the property of Mr. Dean, were destroyed by fire. 

SuicipE.—A locksmith, named Fagan, killed himself the other day, 
by cutting the artery in his left arm. Want of employment was the 
motive assigned. 

Lucxy Exemption.—Lust week, the wife of a tradesman, residing in 
Arthur Street, Edinburgh, gave birth to two sonsie girls and a thump. 
ing boy ; all of whom, together with the mother, are spared for a bless- 
ing to the happy father, who has thus escaped from the militia ballot by 
one triumphant swoop.—Scolsman. 


INVIOLABILITY OF THe ORIGINAL Purposes OF A COMPANY.— 
A bill was filed to restrain the Manchester Canal Navigation Company 
from applying to Parliament for an Act to convert the Manchester, 
Bolton, and Bury Canal, into a rail or a tram-road. The plaintiff was 
the only shareholder who objected to the measure. The Company de- 
murred to the bill. In support of the demurrer, it was contended by Sir 
C. Wetherell that if, by the law of the Court, one dissentient member of 
a public company, established by Act of Parliament, could restrain the 
majority, or, asin this case, the whole of the company from obtaining 
Parliamentary licence to extend or modify the plan, authorized by the 
original act, insuperable and unreasonable fetters would be imposed upon 
such public bodies. Although the changes were such, as could not from 
their nature have been within the contemplation of the original pxoprie- 
tors, yet if they were such as might reasonably be expected to prove 
advantageous, and were carried on according to the bye-laws, the majo- 
rity, as in other cases, would bind the minority. The contrary prin- 
ciple would lock up the whole usgful operative effect of the powers of 
Parliament, and of every public company ; and the smallest shareholder 
in the Bank of England might insist that the seal of the company should 
not be affixed to any application for the renewal of the charter, because 
it had been provided that it should endure only to 1832. The Vice- 
Chancellor said it was obvious that the Court was bound to restrain the 
parties from applying the funds of the company to purposes essentially 
opposed to the original provisions of the Act of Parliament. His Ho- 
nour therefore overruled the demurrer. Sir Charles Wetherell then 
observed, ‘“‘ If such be the law of the Court, I undertake that a bill 
shall be brought into Parliament, in order to effect a change init, It is 
most intolerable.” (Vice-Chancellor’s Court, I’eb.23. Maudesley v. The 
Manchester Canal Navigation Company.) 

SrecraL Jurnors.—One or two cases having been called on, in which 
only four special jurors were present, Lord Tenterden observed that 
bankers seldom attended in obedience to the summons. No class of 
persons had less excuse for being absent ; he should in future fine such 
absentees, who had been regularly summoned, 10/. (Court of King’s 
Bench, Nisi Prius, February 23.) 

InsuRANCE.—Richardson, the defendant, was mortgagee of the ship 
Swiftsure, which he valued at 3000¢. This ship being out upon a voy- 
age, and not returning as early as was expected, it was considered a 
missing ship, and he could not induce private individuals to underwrite 
her. He then applied to the Alliance Assurance Company (the plain« 
tiffs), and they consented, upon the payment of a high premium. The 
defendant's interest was only 1500/., but he insured for 2000/7. In De- 
cember 1824, accounts arrived of the total loss of the vessel, and the Al« 
liance Company paid the 2000/. They subsequently learnt, that the 
defendant had insured to the same amount with a Glasgow house, which 
had also paid him, The defendant thus received 700/. more than the 
value of the ship. This action was brought to recover 2862., the amount 
of the over-insurance (after all deduétions), which the plaintiff had 
paid by mistake, and in consequence of misrepresentation or conceal- 
ment of the facts. For the defendant, it was contended, that, where a 
ship was insured in one policy at a certain value, that value, as settled, 
was the sum to be paid ; but when there were other policies, the ques- 
tion was—the value of the subject, and to the amount of that value the 
assured was entitled to recover from the underwriters. If the plaintiff 
could show that the vessel was worth no more than 3000/., he had a 
good case; but it would be proved that the vessel was worth 3700¢. 
Witnesses were called who proved that the ship was worth, with her 
cargo, 36002. and upwards; but it was also proved that the defendant 
had intended to insure his own interest, which did not exceed 16002, 
Lord Tenterden said, that the question was—whether the defendant 
meant to insure the interest of the owner, as well as his own. The Jury 
found for the plaintiff, damages 286/. (Court of King’s Bench, Feb, 24. 
Irving v. Richardson.) 

Lise on a Surp.—An action to recover damages for a libel on the 
schooner Delos, the property of the plaintiffs. The defendants were the 
chairman and some members of the committee of the society for the re- 
gistry of ships for the information of the underwriters at Lloyd’s. This 
society published perivdically a book called ‘The Green Book,’ in 
which the plaintiff's vessel was described, as of small scantling, and of 
inferior timbers and fastenings, and thus rendered her uninsurable on 
any terms. It was contended for the ‘plaintiff, that however laudable 
the object. of the society, yet if, through any inadvertence or negligence, 
or mistake, they published an erroneous description of the ship so as to 
injure the owners, they were responsible for the damage. In conse- 
queneeof being unable to procure an insurance, the plaintiffs had sus 
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tained considerable loss. Lord Tenterden was of opinion that if the 
survey, upon which the society’s report was founded, had been made by 
theit surveyor at the request of the plaintiffs, they were not entitled to 
complain if that report was unfavourable. It was then proved that Mr. 
Titchborne, a surveyor of the society, was applied to by one of the 
plaintiffs to survey the vessel which was in the Pool ; and that Mr. 
Titchborne told him that, the vessel not being (in his district, he would 
speak to Mr. Courtnay, another surveyor, about it. Mr. Courtnay sur- 
veyed it accordingly, and reported, and from that report the entry was 
made. Lord Tenterden: On this evidence I think I must nonsuit the 
plaintiff —Plaintiff nonsuited. (Court of King’s Bench, February 24. 
Walker and others v. Shadden and others.) 

ExecTionEERING ExorsiTANCE.—Hines, an innkeeper at Sud- 
bury, brought an action against Mr. Smith, a banker, to recover 50/. for 
the entertainment of freemen who supported the latter at the late elec- 
tion, The election lasted only two days, during which time the de- 
fendant’s people filled the plaintiff’s house, which was small and only 
contained a dozen beds. The plaintiff's son believed, that from 50/. to 
601. worth of beer, and 50/. worth of meat had been consumed ; but he 
spoke from no precise data. It was proved, for the defence, that, after 
the election, the defendant paid the plaintiff 50/., but the latter having 
demanded 150/., which the former considered exorbitant, the account 
was referred, by both parties’ consent, to the arbitration of four persons, 
two appointed by each side, who reduced the amount to 100/., the balance 
of which was immediately paid. The plaintiff was nonsuited. (Court of 
Common Pleas, Feb. 23. Hinesv. Smith.) 

Mr. Lona Wexvestey, M.P.—Damages tothe amount of 2121, 12s. 4d. 
were assessed against the Honourable W. L. Wellesley, M.P., at the 
suit of Mr. Mayhew, a solicitor. The action had been brought partly for 
professional services, and partly for money expended by the plaintiff for 
the defendant’s use, as one of his agents at the late Essex election.— 
( Sheriffs’ Court, February 19. Mayhew v. Wellesley.)

CAMBRIDGE.

Marsh, Caius College. Bachelors of Arts—A. Borron. Trinity College ; H. A. Pitt- 
man, Trinity College (compounder); W. Borlase, St, Peter’s College; W. W. W.

THE MONEY MARKET, 

Stock ExcHANGE, Fripay EvENING,—The calm of last week has been suc- 
ceeded by very stormy weather, and severe losses to the adventurous Bulls, who 
then bought Stock at and above 80. The gloomy aspect of affairs in France, with 
the fall of the Funds in Paris, the spread of insurrection to Italy, and other 
circumstances abroad, combined with our unsettled condition at home,—these 
have all operated most unfavourably for the stockholder; and we have now te 
report on the whole, a fall of 24 per cent. below the average prices of last week. 

The Market began to give way on Saturday last; the first price of which was 
804, but the closing price only 79}. On Monday, the opening price was 79§, and the 
closing one 794; on Wednesday, the first price was 79}, and the last 784 ; and so on, 
after various fluctuations, until yesterday afternoon, when, late in the afternoon, 
it had reached 77%. This morning (which was also that of the February Account) 
the opening price was 78; and from thence, or rather from 77% to 783, it has fluc- 
tuated all the morning, closing at 78 io 4. 

Money has been in rather more demand than usual, but still at very low rates of 
interest. 

In the Foreign Market, every thing is lower, but not by any means in the same 
ratio with Consols, Russian Bonds were indeed offered at one moment at 904, but 
are now worth 92. Brazil Stock is at 574; Spanish, 174 to 3. 

SatuRDAY MORNING, THREE-QUARTERS PAST TWELVE.—Consols opened at 
78 to 4—have been 784, 77%, and are now 78 to 4. The Market very feverish. The pay- 
ments of differences on the accounts made up yesterday, have been hitherto made 
with only one instance of default of no great moment, Little or no business in the 
Foreign Market.

TOPICS OF THE DAY. 


LORD HOWICK’S EMIGRATION BILL 


Witz probably be thrown out by the House of Commons, or, at 
all events, so frittered away as to become wholly inefficient. We 
heard the debate on the noble Lord’s motion for leave to bring in 
the bill; and, to speak frankly, we were astonished at the enor- 
mous quantity of nonsense that was uttered on the occasion. Of 
the eighteen members who took part in the debate, only two—Mr, 
Warpurton and Mr. ALEXANDER Barine—showed any real 
knowledge of the subject. The empty, or crude, or pompous, or 
declamatory mere speeches. of all the other honourable members, 
are unworthy of serious notice ; and we have not time just now to 
dwell on the ludicrous parts of them for the amusement of our 
readers. Mr, Warpurton opposed, and Mr. Bartne supported 
the bill; both of them, as it appears to us, very successfully, This 
seeming paradox must be explained. ‘ 

In fact, Mr. Warsurton spoke of emigration as a proposed 
means of improving the condition of the labouring classes ; Mr. 
Barine confined his view to diminution of the poor-rate and 
relief of the rate-payers. Mr, Warsurron contended—first, that 
the abstraction of capital for the cost of emigration would, by 
diminishing the fund which employs labour, injure the labouring 
classes more than the emigration would serve them through a de- 
crease of numbers; and secondly, that though this were not the 
case, the amount of emigration under Lord Howicx’s Bill would 
never be sufficient to counteract the principle of population ; and 
that, consequently, the abstraction of so much capital, fur carrying 
on the emigration, would be an unmixed injury to the constantly 
redundant labourers of this country. We shall take another oppor- 
tunity of noticing the first proposition of Mr. Warsurron, whose 
excellent character as a member of Parliament gives great import- 
ance to whatever falls from him. Here we have only to express 
our entire agreement with the first division of his second propo- 
sition,—viz. that the proposed Bill would never cause a sufficient 
abstraction of numbers to be of service to those who should re- 
main behind. On this account we say, that Mr. Warsurton 
argued against the bill with complete success. 

Mr. BarinG, in along and excellent speech, full of facts, showed 
that the abstraction of a small number of labourers from such 
confined markets as English parishes, would again, as it had often 
done before, relieve each parish from the burden of maintaining in 
idleness that portion of the parish population for which the parish 
did not furnish employment;—the amount of relief being the 
difference, much in favour of the rate-payers, between the cast of 
removing paupers, and that of maintaining them on parish allow- 
ance for two years. But not one word did Mr. Barine say about 
a rise of wages, much less a permanent rise,—the only thing that 
could improve the conditionjof the labouring population. Mr. 
Baring established, that it is cheaper, and in every respect better, 
to send unemployed paupers to the Colonies, than to half-maintain, 
half-starve them in pounds and workhouses. We entirely agree 
with the honourable member ; and therefore think that, so far but 
no farther, he ably supported Lord How1cx’s bill. 


The main objection to the bill urged by other honourable mem- 
bers—Sir Epwarp Sueprn, Mr. Sapuer, Mr. Hunt, and Mr. 
Benetr—is, thatjwe should be mad to mortgage our poor-rates 
for any purpose, much more for so foolish or wicked a purpose as 
emigration, The tone of mere declamation in which the objec- 
tion was urged, evidences a strong feeling against the measure ; 
but we did not hear in the House, nor have we found in the press 
of the week, any statement of rational grounds for that feeling. 
Sir Epwarp SuepEn, indeed, remarked that the mode in which 
Lord Howick proposes to charge the poor-rates, would enable 
the occupiers of land to encumber their landlord's property for a 
relief of which they, the occupiers only, would have the benefit. 
But this objection is merely technical, or rather belongs to the de- 
tails of the bill; since it will be easy to give the landowner a veto 
on the question of charging the future rates. There is an objec- 
tion to any charge on the future rates, whether with or without 
the consent of the landlords—an objection which to our mind 
ought to stop the bill. It is this. There is but one sound 
argument, that we know of, in favour of a legal provision for 
the poor—viz. that a dread of an increase of the rates, ope- 
rating constantly on the rate-payers, that is, the richer in- 
habitants of the parish, leads to the constant operation of a 
sort of civil police, of which the object is to keep the parish 
population within the limit of parish employment. In some 
parishes, where that object has been utterly neglected, pau- 
pers are in the proportion of 9 to 1; and the rates, though all 
but equal to the whole rental, are insufficient to maintain those 9 
out of 10, except in a condition of the lowest misery and debase- 
ment. In other parishes where civil police has checked popula- 
tion, we see the cottages few in number, but warm and clean; the 
labourers healthy, contented, and provident, the women cheer- 
ful and virtuous, and the children universally educated. Now 
this most useful administration of the poor-laws is the effect of 
constant fear, on the part of the rate-payers, of an increase in the 
rates. Once allow the rate-payers to charge the future rates, to 
throw the burden of pauperism forward by ten years, as Lord 
Howick proposes, or even by two years, and the only motive toa 
careful administration of the law of settlement—that motive being 
the constant prospect of #mmediate punishment for neglect—will 
be removed. In our humble opinion, one of the greatest improve- 











‘ments of the poor-laws. would be, to enact that the rates should be 
levied from month to month, if not from week to week, so as to 
render the penalty of neglecting the parish more immediate, and 
the fear of that penalty, viz. an increase of the rates, more constant, 
Viewing the subject in this light, we have no hesitation in saying, 
that, if Lord Howrck’s Bill should pass, the poor-laws will be 
altered very greatly for the worse. 

One word on another provision of the bill. Lord Howicx pro- 
poses to deprive those who shall emigrate, of their settlement and 
claim to parish relief. The provision is either ludicrously absurd 
or abominably unjust. If emigration benefit the pauper, as Lord 
Howick says, and as we have no doubt that it will, assuredly he 
will not return to hunger on parish allowance in England. If 
emigration do no¢t benefit the pauper (the Government assures 
him that it will), then, not only ought he to be allowed to revert 
to his wretched claim on the parish, but the Government, which 
deceives him and persuades him to remove, ought to bring him 
back free of cost. Then, considering the suspicious temper of 
paupers, and their present state of excitement, observe the extreme 
folly of saying to them (at least if you really wish any of them to 
emigrate), ‘‘ We offer you plenty for the body and peace of mind in 
the Colonies: accept our offer; but if you do, mind this—you 
must forfeit what you now consider a valuable right, the right to 
live.” 

In one respect, Lord Howrcx’s scheme is infinitely preferable 
to Mr. Witmor Horron’s last. The noble Lord strongly con- 
demns the system of pauper-location,—that is, placing the emi- 
grants, at once, as capitalists and landowners, in the unhealthy 
back-woods. He proposes that they should be conveyed to the 
Colonies, and there employed by the Government, on public 
works, iz the settled and healthy districts ; and that the expense 
of so providing them with employment, at high wages, should not 
be incurred, except in the case of the demand for labour in the 
Colony being inadequate to the supply afforded by immigration. 
For so great an improvement of Mr. Horron’s plan, we are con- 
fident that, when the whole subject shall be better understood, as 
it soon must be, the public, both here and in the Colonies, will be 
grateful to Lord Howick. 

In all other respects, however, the proposed bill appears to us 
to bea mere copy of Mr. Witmor Horton's last and wildest 
scheme ; a measure we cannot call it, even adding the epithet 
crude—let us say then, an expedient, a shift, adopted in hurry and 
alarm, in consequence of the truly alarming condition of the 
peasantry. 

We would, in all humility, offer a word of advice to Lord 
Howick. Let him inquire and reflect for himself! His industry 
and capacity no one doubts; and, if he will condescend to use 
these for the purpose of thoroughly understanding the whole sub- 
ject of Colonization, of which Emigration is but one ingredient, 
he will discover that the home and colonial markets of labour 
may be equalized, not by pushing emigration from England, but 
by pulling ¢mmigration to the Colonies. The Colonies are in 
urgent want of labour—let the Colonies purchase what they want 
so much. A measure which should enable the Colonies to do 
this, would be fraught with advantage both to them and to the 
Mother Country; and towards the adoption of such a measure 
Lord Howrcx has already taken an important step, by the mode 
in which he proposes that the Government shall dispose of the 
very basis or essence of Colonization and Emigration, viz. waste 
land. Another important step, perhaps, towards the adoption of 
such a measure, is the appointment of Mr. Horron to the 
Governorship of Ceylon; for, until that zealous and persevering, 
but ignorant and meddling pretender in political economy, shall 
cease to torment the public and the Colonial Office with his “ pre- 
parations to show,” there will be difficulty in establishing rational 
views on this deeply interesting subject. 





THE KALENDS OF MARCH. 


As was to have been expected, thearticle on Reform in the extra- 
ordinary number of the Quarterly Review has created a sensation 
of grief and alarm throughout the country. The time and man- 
ner of its publication, together with the abuse which it contains 
of all parties, excepting only that of the late Ministry, have satis- 
fied the public that it must be considered as the Manifesto of the 
Duke of WEtiineron and Sir Konert Pgex on the question of 
Reform. It was in this sense that we spoke of the article on the 
day of its publication. We now proceed, a¢cording to promise, 
to examine some of the arguments of the Tory writer. He chal- 
lenges the advocates of Reform. We shall assume the character 
of advocates, for the occasion, in order to illustrate the Reformers’ 
position more clearly, and at the same time show what the Tory 
advocate brings upon his party by the fierce spirit of his zeal. As 
he will have our Glorious Constitution dissected, so be it. 

Our Anatomy of the House of Commons has already esta- 
blished beyond a doubt, that what is called the “balance of the 
constitution” is a mere phrase. The so much vaunted balance 
consists in this—that the Crown andthe Nation are wholly subser- 
vient to the Boroughmongers, The “harmony of our institu- 
tions” means the obedience of King and Commons to the dictates 
of certain individual Lords. The power of Government resides in 
the House of Commons, and the House of Commons is moved 
by a small number of persons politely called the Oligarchy. This 
insignificant minority of numbers and wealth makes the laws—im- 
poses and enjoys the taxes—it is, in one word, the Government. 
It calls itself our Glorious Constitution, Very well. Those who 
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love our glorious constitution, having at their head, just at this 
moment, the Duke of We..inerton and Sir Ropert Pezx, are 
opposed to all Reform,—that is, to any the slightest change of 
the system which bestows on them all the powers of government. 
They allege that the slightest change will be the forerunner of 
other changes,—that, if we make a beginning in Reform, we shall 
not finish until:so much be granted as to render the House of 
Commons the true representative of the Nation. And this asser- 
tion is brought forward as an argument against Reform. We 
fully believe the assertion to be true; and on this account it forms, 
to our apprehension, the best of all arguments in favour of Reform. 
Taking the assertion as a truth, what does it prove? What, in- 
deed, but that the Nation is hostile to the present system of sham- 
representation ? If, says the Quarterly writer, you give the Nation 
ever so smalla place in the House of Commons, from that little spot 
the Nation will press on, gaining fresh strength at every advance, 
until at last all the seats in the House of Commons will be filled 
by. its representatives. This is most true, Sir.Roperr; but 
what does it prove, if not that the Nation is already, bent on being 
fully represented? . Would you deny the Nation the least gratifi- 
sation of its wishes, merely because that wish is so ardent? . But 
this is not the question—the first question is, whether you ought 
to keep the Nation out of the House of Commons ?—the second, 
whether you will be able ? ’ 

The main object of the Quarterly writer evidently is, to under- 
value the force of public opinion in favour of Reform. He tells us 
that the national desire for Reform is a “sudden revolution”. of 
opinion, brought about by “dread of physical force.” He looks 
back only to last July ; and if he has not persuaded himself, would 
persuade others, that his “chaos of unanimity" in favour of Re- 
form has its origin in the fall of Cuaruxs the Tenth. Now, we 
should like to ask him, which was published first, the French 
King’s, or the English Duke's declaration, that ‘‘ he had a right 
to do what he liked with his own?” Did Lord Exerer follow 
the example of CHar.xEs the Tenth, when he so treated the elec- 
tors of Stamford as to render inevitable the loss of his power to 
oppress them ?—or did he, by such conduct, only repeat an act of 
oppression, of which the frequent repetition before, in many other 
places, had disgusted the Nation with our system of mock-repre- 
sentation? Were our eight hundred millions of debt imposed 
upon us by the exact balance of our Constitution, after or before 
the Three Days of Paris? Thelate General Election occurred si- 
multaneously with the late French Revolufion. " Were the mem- 
bers of the last House of Commons industrious, intelligent, obe- 
dient to the wishes of the Nation, and especially careful of the 
public purse ?—or is it this present Parliament which contains 
a majority of lazy blockheads, scorners of the public voice, and 
squanderers of the national property? Did this House of Com- 
mons invent Parliamentary jobs? _ Is it only since last July, that 
Lord Grey, Lord Rapnor, Lord Kine, Lord AttHorp, Sir Henry 
ParRneELL, Sir Francis Burpverr, and Mr. Hume have been the 
advocates of Reform ? When was it that Mr. Grey presented that 
celebrated petition against the balance of our glorious constitu- 
tion and the “ harmony of our institutions ?” Above all, was an 
article on Reform in the Quarterly Review, which appeared 
in January 1830—an} article which admirably exposed the ineffici- 
ency of the House of Commons as a Legislative Assembly * —was 
that manifesto in favour of Reform, which a ‘ chaos of unanimity” 
read with satisfaction, published after or before the late revolu- 
tions on the Continent? These questions are provoked, Sir 
Rosert, by the late Manifesto of your party. Will you condescend 
to’ notice them on Tuesday ? 

It would be ‘absurd, however, to deny that the late events on 
the Continent have accelerated the progress of opinion in favour of 
* We quote a few specimens from the article “Internal Policy.” (Quarterly Re_ 
view, No. LX XXIII.) : 

“We Cannot refrain from intimating it as our firm persuasion, that whoever 
listens attentively to the tone and language which is now heard in the unrestrained 
intercourse of the higher as well as lower classes of society, will be constrained to ad- 
mit, thatthe resolutions and proceedings of the Legislature, and especially of the 

House of Commons, no longer command that respect and submission u ith which they were 

wont to be regarded.” 

“ Whether it be that the House has sunk, or that the well-educated part of the 
community has risen, it would be difficult to maintain that, as a body, they now consti- 
tute the choice of the Commons of the realm in the same sense in which they did some 
time ago. Let any person listen to their ordinary conversation or reasoning, or sit 
down to the perusal of the thoughts they may have committed to writing, and they 
are not only found inferior to many private individuals among their contemporaries, but 
one seldom recognizes the grasp of mind and statesman-like qualities Which the re- 
presentatives of a free and enlightened country might be expected to possess.” 

* Another quality in which the members of the Lower House are thought lately 
to have somewhat declined, is efficiency ;—by which we mean the real examination, 
discussion, and settlement of those affairs which the state of the country requires 
to be brought before it. ‘The main purpose of the House of Commons is to see that 
the business of the nation be done, and its grievances redressed ; and if, year after 
year, they assemble and separate without seeing this accomplished, their efficiency 
must, for all useful purposes, be regarded as diminished.” 

“That point, however, in which the members of the House of Commons have 
sometimes been thought to be most deficient is their want of independence. Though 
less opento direct improper influence than formerly, there is too much reason to 
surmise that they do not speak and vote sufficiently according to their real sentiments. 

Where bodies of men are obliged to act together, concession to a certain degree, is 
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“ But there are limits which every honest man is bound to set to this sort of com- 
pliance; and here, we are afraid, is one of the duties at present most frequently 
neglected by members of Parliament.” 
“There is something in the very atmosphere of the House unfavourable to bold and un- 
compromising conduct, It is, de facto, a sort of overgrown club. ‘Things are every day 
admitted in private among the members, which are-studiously denied or concealed tn the 
speeches reported from the gallery.’ Whoever, therefore, should endeavour to rend 
asunder that veil which; by all parties in the House, is held up before the public, 
would lose his character and caste. He would be treated with coldness by those to 
whom he wished most to approximate, while he might feel insuperable repugnance 
to unite with those who were most willing to receive him. A loss of independence 
more painful to the individual, or injurious to the commonwealth, than this, cannot 
well be pictured, Jt amountsto a surrender of the noblest privileges, and chokes the 


Reform. Those events causéd a deep excitement throughout this 
country; atid as to the question of Reform, they have converted 
wishes into will, hope into certainty. Their operation in this re- 
spect occurred thus—For thirty years before, education had been 
spreading a general knowledge of the purposes of Government. 
Long before last July, alk but the most ignorant elasses had been 
taught, that the institution of Government has but one end—the 
greatest good of all—an end obtainable only through the sacri- 
fice by each of some portion of that perfect freedom with which 
man is born; that good government consisted of laws. involving 
the least sacrifice of natural liberty, compatible with full security 
of person and property; and that the government of England was 
a bad government, in so far as it sacrificed the national interests 
to those of a few powerful families: Long before last summer,-the 
guise’ under which bad government onee flourished securely in 
England, had been pierced by reflecting men, Wisdom and good- 
ness concurred in endeavouring to open theeyes of the multitude 
by means of general education ; some education of the mass led 
to a very superior education indeed of those who were. in easy 
circumstances ; the present generation of the middle classes grew 
yp with strange notions of government; and, as-was said nearly 
two years ago by the Bishop of Ox¥orp, liberality became with our 
young men the order of the day. But while all other classes were 
advancing in political knowledge, the Government remained barba- 
rous, ignorant, and profligate, as before. No change whatsoever, 
or at least none with a tendency to good government, occurred 
in the form or the working of balance and harmony. Then came 
the necessary results,—discontent, an utter distrust of the House of 
Commons, and hostility to the ruling few. Fallen as the Duke of 
WELLINGTON now is in public esteem, it requires an effort of me- 


his person and the mention of his name in public were univer- 
sally greeted. Why was hea most popular Minister? Not by reason 
of any brilliant qualities as a statesman; and not, assuredly, on 
account of his affection for the Catholics. He was popular, be- 
cause, not comprehending the true nature of balance and har- 
mony, he declared war, on the part of the Crown and the Nation, 
against the high Aristocracy in Church and State; and because, 
being selfish, secret, and obstinate, he vanquished and humiliated 
the faction which the Nation already hated. Let this fact be 
marked, for it isa most important one. It shows that with the 
hatred of aristocratic rule—of the balance all on one side, which 
had grown up in England more than twelve months before the 
barricades wereerected in Paris, there was not mixed the least 
particle.of dislike to Monarchy. The Duke of WeLuiineron ob- 
tained love of the people by maiming the spoilers with the 
sword of the Crown. Even the King, who by edueation and habit 
was more of an English Exclusive than a British Monarch, and 
therefore generally took pains to be disliked, became popular 
through the help which he gave towards dragging the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal behind the triumphal car of a soldier of fortune. 
Again, who forgets the violence with which the King was assailed 
by the high Tory party, because he balanced the Constitution all on 
the wrong side for them, by throwing his weight out of their scale 
into the scale of the Nation? Upon the whole, it is plain that 
Monarchy, instead of losing had gained in public estimation with 
the growth of hatred towards Aristocracy. But that is not more 
plain than the conclusion, that all but the Aristocracy and their 
dependants were ripe for a change before last July ; and that the 
only question about Reform, everywhere but in Parliament, was 
as to time and manner. Upon the degree of Reform, the Nation 
had made up its mind ; requiring such a changeas should make the 
House of Commons obedient, not to the Lords, but to the Nation 
itself. 

We arrive at the French events of July. No doubt a great 
people, winning by its courage that release from tyranny which it 
had vainly sought by gentle means, was a spectacle calcnlated to 
inflame the minds of Englishmen, who themselves desired to be 
released from a worse thraldom. We are speaking, be it remem- 
bered, as an advocate of the Reformers, smarting under the abuse 
ofthe Quarterly, would speak—and we say worse, because, if so 
bad a man as Cuarues the Tenth had been the heir of GzorGE 
the Fourth, and had proposed (as CHarves the Tenth did in his 
electoral ordonnance), that every one paying 12/. a year of direct 
taxes should vote, by ballot, for Members of Parliament, he 
would have passed for the wisest and best of English Kings. 
Well, the overthrow of Cuartess the Tenth did, we acknowledge, 
create a tumult either of hope or fear in the breast of every Eng- 
lishman. It did more,—it urged the Duke of Wr LLineron to 
side with the Oligarchy against the Nation; and so it drove him 
from office. Here is the sore place with the Quarterly writer,— 
who, by the way, is supposed to have lost a most desirable office 
by the change of Ministry. The excitement produced by the last 
French Revolution set loose the tongues of men; the Duke of 
WELLINGTON preached ys Reform—and the Quarterly Re- 
view became a journal of the Opposition. The new Ministry, who 
obtained office by means of the clamour for Reform, could not but 
declare for Reform, as Ministers; and the King, whois not an 
aristocrat by temper or habit, and who, as King, is deeply inte- 
rested in clipping the wings of the Aristocracy, authorized his ser- 
vants to say that he too was favourable to Reform. These Minis- 
terial and Royal promises have, no doubt, greatly accelerated the 
oP ga of the national cause; and, in so far as the events of 

uly tended to cement the union between the Crown and the People 
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‘Wetiretom and Sir Ronert Peer, the People and the Crown 
ate deeply indebted to the Parisian barricades. 

We are ready to admit, that “dread of physical force,” also, 
may have served the cause of Reform. That dread, operating on 
the minds of Sir CLavprus Hunrke, the Duke of WELLINGTON, 
Alderman Key, and Sir Ronert Pek , induced the Ministers to 

revent their Majesties fram visiting the ay of London, and 
Therdtsy impressed upon the dullest of the people, that the King of 
England ‘does not always choose his Ministers. ‘“ For,” said the 
people, “ the King without his Ministers would have been well 
received. Then “why do the Ministers prevent the King from 
coming amongst us? Why has not the King Ministers of his own 
choosing, whom we might love, as we love WiLtt1am the Fourth ?" 
That cowardly step of the Duke and Sir Roserr threw a strong 
light on balance and harmony; an excellent effect, which the 
Quarterly writer has spared no pains to increase. 

The next good effect produced by “dread of physical force,” w 
the extreme anxiety of all honest and sensible Reformers to prevent 
the ruling few from driving the people into’rebellion. If—which we 
do not admit—it were doubtful before, that the Tory party wished 
to settle the! question of Reform bya fight, the Tory Manifesto 
fully establishes that point. Now, the best friends of order and 
the laws foresaw that if the Tory Ministers should continue to be 
the official organs of the Oligarchy, they would endeavour to put 
down opinion by physical foree—*“ by the grasp of a determined 
opposition.” The end of such a course was plain—civil war, and, 
in all probability, the triumph of “ an inflamed populace.” On this 
account, thousands of moderate men declared loudly for immediate 
Reform, as a means of preventing Revolution. Amongst these were 
the present Ministers. So far, then, “ dread of physical force,” 
engendered by the folly and violence of the Tory party, has greatly 
served the cause of Reform. 

We have one more question to ask of the Quarterly writer—Was 
it wise in him to provoke such notice of his patrons, as occurs in 
the following quotation from the Times of Wednesday ? 

*“*Throughout, we must observe of this knight-errant, that when he 
alludes to the |benefits of the existing constitution, he means the 
bencfits derived from it by the Aristocracy alone—that is, by the 
class whose persevering and notoricus efforts to monopolize those bene- 
fits are held by 49-50ths of the nation to be the one great cause, and in- 
deed the main essence, of all abuses for which a Reform of Parliament is 
looked upon as the proper and only remedy—that remedy which alone 
can prevent the recurrence of the evil.” 

But it is not the arguments of the Tory Manifesto which have 
alarmed all moderate men, and in the same degree proved agree- 
able to those who wish for a convulsive change. The present 
fear of good men, and joy of the very worst (the latter consisting 
of Boroughmongers and Revolutionists), are occasioned by the 
statement in the Manifesto of the intentions of the yet powerful 
Tory party. If these desperately selfish men should be able to 
carry a vote of Parliament against Reform, then indeed “ all that 
we have ever heard or read of revolutionary horrors,” may be 
*‘tame to the scenes of misery which await this great country.” 

Every one asks his neighbour—What is the Ministerial plan? 

but Ministers have chosen, most unwisely as we think, that no 
one shall be able to answer the question. To satisfy in some 
measure the curiosity of our readers, we submit to them the fol- 
lowing general description of three courses, one of which, as it 
appears to us, the Ministers must inevitably take. 
_ Either they will propose a measure “ full andeffectual,” accord- 
ing to the Nation’s sense of those words—in which case we may 
expect them to be outvoted. The Quarterly writer, hints that in 
that case Parliament will not be dissolved. If s0, the Tories will 
return to office; and that day will be our 8th of August.” 

Or, they will vainly endeavour to satisfy both Parliament and 
the Country, by proposing, not even a half-measure, but some 
small fraction of a measure, such as an eighth or a twentieth—in 
which case they will soon retire to private life, leaving the Nation 
and the Boroughmongers to settle the question by themselves. In 
that event, to call a man a Whig will be considered a gross per- 
sonal insult. 

Or, lastly, they will propose a sham measure, the effect of 
which would be to render “ the House of Commons neither 
more nor less efficient than it is now.’ Such a mere mockery 
would probably be well received by Parliament; but, in that case, 
and if these Ministers should keep their places, the question of 
Reform would become as simple and as fearful as in the first sup- 
posed case of a union between the Crown and the Tory Oligarchy 
against the Nation. 

However, the kalends of March are upon us !

We are great readers of advertisements : the columns of the Times 
or Morning Herald, when crowded with them, form a kind of in- 
dex of life. Imagine the parties brought together, from the portly 
candidate for an East India directorship to the shabby-genteel of 
the servant out of place: what @ moving scene !—what a bustle! 
—in short, it is life, and these columns are its signs and tokens. 
Here there is a movement of ships out of harbour, and there a 
vender of patent medicines—here are houses to let, and there are 
families who want to get into them—the master without a servant, 
vis-a-vis the servant without a master—Mr. Reap with his sto- 
mach-pump, and Mr, Hawkins with that other invention as in- 
genious as the se/f-acting pianoforte: at the top of the column, 
mysterious initials speak of mysterious assignations; the run- 
away boy advertises his repentance, and the bashful wooer makes 
general love to the whole fair sex: at the bottom, Mr. CoapMan 
boldly speaks out in favour of his anti-eructative sausages, that 
“‘gem of Epicurean dainty,” so fresh from. the morning's mail; 
and Dr. Goss gently hints the indiscretions of youth. For the 
women, there are stays, paint, lotions, millinery; for the men, 
horses, gigs, estates, advowsons, and money—the only thing 
wanted being security. Of all the advertisements, the most tempt- 
ing, and the most varied, and the most delusive, not excepting Mr. 
GrEoRGE Rosins’s, are the notices of horses to sell: the nice 
quiet cob, the excellent hackney—the hunters, so weil bred and 
in such condition—the carriage-horses of the gentleman lately de- 
ceased—the lady’s horse, so cheap, and the owner only anxious to 
find a kind master—are some of the thousand ways in which horse- 
flesh is daily served up to the readers of the Morning Papers. 

The case of Lord Mortey, which occurred during the week, 
will probably save a good many greenhorns from deception; and 
for this, and for his braving the ridicule attending being taken in, 
and that too by a dealer's advertisement, his Lordship deserves the 
gratitude of the mounting generation. 

Of all the classes of advertisements, however, we prefer to 
read the villa and country-house department : the lawns are always 
so green—the garden and orchard so well stocked—the neighbour- 
hood so good—that it requires but a slight effort of the imagina- 
tion to settle down in one of these auctioneering paradises, and be 
happy for the rest of the morning. :

THE FORCE OF NAMES, 
In speaking last week of the Game-Laws, we referred to the 
delusion kept up by the remains of feudality connected with them, 
If sporting were not considered a gentleman's privilege, it would 
be very differently regarded from the light im whieh it is now held:

Should any body, now-a-days, when newspapers 
are getting fashionable, be inclined to ery Oh! and deny the fact, 
let him sit at an aristocrat’s table, and hear how the people of 
the press-gang are esteemed—when, indeed, any body condescends 
to notice their existence. Allthis comes of feudality ; and it will be 
long before it is eradicated, and that things are held at their just 
worth—their modern value. 

What but the blind of grand names could conceal the nothing- 
ness of the deeds daily recorded of the nobility ? and how absurdly 
do the newspapers, that ought to. know better, condescend to keep 
up the error? Is it of any more importance to the world, that 
Lord LonponpERRy or the Duke of DEVONSHIRE arrives in town 
at this or that hotel, than that Snaggs, the horse-dealer, has 
stopped at the Blue Anchor, in John Street, Smithfield ? Why do 
we daily read of dinners, balls, and parties ? Are they not given by 
others than the great? Do the nobility eat or dance better 
than the people at the Great Room in Cateaton Street? We 
are never told who Miss Hutchins or Miss Hooker waltzed 
with. Bring the folly to the test of low names, and its absurdity is 
manifest. - Was there ever any thing in this world so monstrously 
ridiculous as the manner in which the “ feats of arms” are re- 
corded at the commencement of every sporting-season? What 
sort of figure would a battu cut, if narrated by a person emanci- 
pated from the illusion which springs out of the Game-Laws ? 
A bird is a bird, be it pheasant or fowl; aman is a man, be 
he duke or farmer: yet, when Lord Verutam or Lord Essex 
drives his game into a corner, and, with a few friends, shoots at it 
all day, nobody laughs; and, what is more, the newspapers next 
day ring with their exploits—the heads of game are counted—dex- 
terity is applauded—the slaughter is extolled—and, to crown all, 
we are told how and where the party dined ; as if their yery dining 
all night were as wonderful as their shooting all day. What sneers 
and jeers would there be if the story were told of plain untitled 
eg unprivileged to be absurd! Suppose the Morning Post ran 
thus :— 

““Mr. Jenkins, Mr. Stubbs, and some other gentlemen, met on Wednes- 
day last at the farm-yard of Mr. Egginton, of Puddlepool, and enjoyed the 
finest day’s sport remembered in that part of the country. The abundance 
and high state of preservation of the game-fowl at Puddlepool is well 
known ; and on this occasion Mr. Egginton had collected his whole stock 
from different walks in the neighbourhood ; the yard literally swarmed with 
the finest and fattest birds the market can produce. The melée began at ten 
o’clock. Mr. Jenkins had three double-barrelled Mantons, and was backed 
by his bailiff and two ploughmen, dressed in their best smock-frocks, and 
who loaded as fastas Mr. J. fired. Mr. Stubbs was similarly attended. 
Mr. Egginton and his servants showed the game, and drove them 
from the cow and other houses as fast as they sought refuge from the 
powerful artillery of these celebrated marksmen. The day proved un- 
usually bloody. The heads of poultry bagged were enormous. Mr. Jen- 
kins killed ten cocks, seventy-five hens, of the Dorking breed, seven 
cocks and thirty-two hens, of the true game sort, twenty-one brace of 
bantams, and, accidentally, a great number of smaller birds, such as 
sparrows and chaflinches. Mr. Stubbs also greatly distinguished himself. 
The party afterwards sat down to an excellent dinner, which did honour

THE PHILHARMONIC CONCERTS. 


How gradually and steadily has the German school of vocal 
music been diffusing itself over our concerts! Its pace, though 
slow, has been sure: every advance has been maintained, and it 
now appears destined to obtain almost exclusive possession of the 
first orchestra in the kingdom. Its progress—rather its triumph 
—may be discerned in the subjoined programme of the first Phil- 
harmonic Concert for the season of 1831.

What can stand against such a phalanx as this,—Haypn, 
Mozart, Berrnoven, Spour, Weser, Hummer ?—What im- 
pression can the popguns of Rosstn1 and Pacin1 make against 
such a host, even supposing them to have kept up the fire? But 
it has slackened and ceased. Guillaume Tell was Rosstnt's last 
opera; and the directors of.concerts, if they want novelty, must 
go to the German school. There is nowhere else to turn. 

In looking over the scheme of this Concert, it is sufficiently 
“obvious that the Directors have adhered to the rule we ventured 
to lay down for their guidance. There is not a single piece in it 


The Sinfonia Eroica of BzetTHoveEn is a great, a mighty work, 
but it wants judicious curtailment. An Pitrumental piece of 
fifty minutes’ length is an infliction. There is too much graspéd 
at—the composer's ideas are expanded over too large a surface—~ 
thought crowds upon thought, and phrase upon phrase, till the 
mind gets wearied, and the attention exhausted. We speak it 
with all reverence for the gigantic power of BEETHOVEN, but the 
pruning-knife might here be employed with good effect. The 
movement in C minor, in particular, would be improved by cur- 
tailment. 

The Duet from Der Berggeist failed to produce its due effect, 
owing to the inadequate and comparatively feeble expression of 
the singers, It should have been in the hands of Miss Paton 
and Lastacne. All that purity of tone, correct time, and neat 
execution can effect, is exhibited by Madame SrocKHAUSEN 5 
but the same gentle warblings which steal upon the ear in her 
Swiss airs, are rather misplaced in such a duet.as this. No one 
would have guessed from her delivery that she was the captive and 
the victim of a mountain demon, entombed in his sepulchral 
palace, and compelled to hearken to “his hideous love;” but 
would rather have imagined her a pastoral nymph, listening to 
the amorous strain of some Damon or Corydon. In the scena trom 
Zemira ed Azor, she was much more successful. Love, happiness, 
and joy, are the feelings she has to express, and she did express 
them most happily. We can easily conceive a much more electri- 
cal effect produced by some passages in the Aria; but fas- 
tidious indeed must be the taste that could listen to Madame 
STOCKHAUSEN’s execution of it undelighted. PHILi1Ps's song, 
“Ah dove mai,” is one of Werser’s powerful efforts, It 
embodies almost every passion of which the human mind 
is susceptible. Love, jealousy, hatred, and revenge, in turn, 
obey the summons of his mighty hand. The whole scena 
reminds us of “Through the forest,” in Der Freischitz: 
there are the same extraordinary and magical transitions; the 
same exquisite melody is succeeded by a similar tempest of 
passion. In executing the former, PuiLirps succeeded; in 
the latter, he failed; and hence the song produced a compa- 
ratively feeble sensation on the audience. We could not help 
contrasting it with Brauam's delivery of the scena in Der Fret- 
schutz. The metal of both wasthe same; but the artist in the one 
case had power to stamp it with a current value, which the 
other had not. ‘Tremate, empi tremate,” is too old an acquaint- 
ance to render any notice of its performance necessary. It is the 
only popular trio of BesEtHoveN. Hayopn’s Sinfonia was started 
(according to our conception of the time) too fast. The lovely 
andante was played as it: deserved to be. Hummet’s Military 
Septetto we heard with fresh pleasure. The author's performance 
of it, last season, was not thrown away upon so accomplished a 
player as Mrs. ANDERSON; and we cannot conceive it possible for 
the other parts to have been sustained with more consummate 
skill. 





THE ITALIAN OPERA. 


We have at length heard Madame VespERMANN. Ofa surety 
M. Laprorre must imagine his subscribers the most easy and 
contented of human beings, or he never would have introduced 
three such artistes as this lady, Miss Ayton, and Miss Beck, 
to carry on the business of his house. For, be it remembered, 
these, with the poor vecchicciuola CASTELLI, are his female corps 
or choir. Among other slight defects, it happens that not one of 
them, the old lady excepted, can speak the Italian language with 
any tolerable degree of purity. As for Madame VesPERMANN, we 
must say, with the young ladies in Cost fan tutte, 
‘* Parla un linguaccio che non sappiamo.” 

Another deficiency in Madame VEespzRMANN, is that of voice ; 
and, like all feeble singers, she endeavours to hide it by extrava- 
gances of all sorts. She may be a very good musician, and an 
effective performer of German operas in a small theatre, but to be 
the prima donna of the Italian Opera she has no pretensions: af 
least such is our judgment—for we cannot but remember that 
we have seen upon the same stage, Binuincton, Fopor, Cam- 
PORESE, Ronzi, and Pasra. 





FINE ARTS. 
MR. CONSTABLE’S LANDSCAPES. 

“ Joun, bring me my umbrella—I’m going to see Mr. Cawnstable’s 
pictur,” said old FuseL1 to his servant; and the sarcasm was compli- 
mentary ; for, if Mr. ConstaBLe delights to paint Nature in her moist 
aspects, he always represents her truly, and looking beautiful through 
her tears. But it is the extreme freshness of his colouring that gives 
that cool and moist tone to his landscapes; and although we protest 
against his handling, as we do against Mr. TuRNER’s “ yellow fever,” 
we nevertheless admire his vivid force and truth, as we do the poetry of 
the latter, in spite of these idiosyncracies of manner, which detract from 
the reputation of the artists, as well as from the value of their pictures. 

We have before us the two first numbers of a series of mezzotint ene 
gravings by Davip Lucas, from pictures by Mr. ConsTaBLE, of lands 
scapes characteristic of English scenery. They have two great and pres 
vailing faults—extreme blackness and coarseness: their rough execution 
we do not so much object to, as it appears to imitate the style of painting 
in the originals; but the shadows are sooty. These hasty mezzotinto 
scrapings, however, display great feeling, and a knowledge of Mr. Cone 
STABLE’s peculiar effects ; and contain some strikingly natural and sime 
ple compositions—genuine bits of nature, rendered more beautiful by art. 
We fear, however, that the manner of their execution will prevent

their due appreciation by the multitude. 
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NEW PORTRAITS. 
Mr. Covzens has just finished two new mezzotint portraits from 
Lawrence, of Miss Macdonald and Mrs. Wolff. The former is, with- 
out exception, the most brilliant specimen of this style of engraving 
that we have seen; it may be said, almost without exaggeration, to 
‘¢ make a sunshine in a shady place.” In this respect it surpasses the 
‘celebrated mezzotint of Master. Lambton, by the same artists, The 
purity of the flesh tints is finely contrasted with the richness of the 
dress and the dark hair; and the entire effect is. forcible, yet harmoni- 
ous. The attitude is simply natural and graceful, and the drawing is 
beautiful; in this latter respect, great credit is due to the engraver. The 
portrait of Mrs. Wolff is only not so strikingly beautiful as the former ; 
but it is more pictorial in style, and therefore makes a popular print. We 
have also seen another of Mr. Lewis’s beautifully engraved imitations 
of Lawrence’s crayon drawings, of the size of life; it is a head of the 
late Mrs. Fairlie, a beautiful woman, whose portrait, sketched by Law- 
RENCE, has been before engraved by Mr. Lewis on a smaller scale. But 
we have a portrait before us, which, though its pretensions as a work of 
art are humbler, is likely to be more universally interesting, at the pre- 
sent moment, than either of the fine productions we have named. It is 
a lithographic sketch by Mr. Faney of ‘* Mr. St. John Long, Professor 
of the Healing Art,’ as he appeared on his recent trial at the Old 
Bailey. We are not loungers in the criminal courts, and have never 
been “¢ rubbed” with Mr. Long's lotion, nor experienced the sanative 
qualities of cabbage-leaves, in our own proper persons, therefore we can- 
not speak to the likeness ; we trust to the talent of the artist for the 
truth of the resemblance. It has an anxious look, and a secretive cha- 
racter of physiognomy, which have the appearance of individual por- 
traiture. 
A portrait of the Dowager Countess of Errol, beautifully stippled, by 
Dean, from one of Cosway’s miniatures, adorns La Belle Assemblée for 
the ensuing month. 


FASHIONABLE COSTUMES, 

Tue French are oracles of dress, and therefore a work illustrative of 
the costumes of the fashionable world comes with proper grace, and 
bearing the stamp of authority, from a Parisian artist. Mr. Mansion, 
one of the most eminent miniature painters in Paris, has produced the 
first of a series of highly-finished coloured drawings of ‘* Le Costume 
du Haut Ton,” which are not only infinitely superior to any work of 
* Fashions” hitherto published, but are really beautiful as works of 
art. Each plate represents a lady in modern fashionable costume ; and 
the best corroboration of the correctness of the modes delineated, is to 
be found in the circumstance of the first figure being attired in a cos- 
tume of similar materials (velvet and swansdown) to that worn by the 
Queen when she’ visited the Theatre on Tuesday night. A series of 
costumes for fancy ball dresses is also intended to be published. Both 
works will be accompanied with descriptive letterpress for the information 
of the ** Marchandes des Modes.” 





FRASER’S NEW PLAN OF LONDON. 

Turs is a most complete and. compact plan of London, and very 
elegant in its appearance, being surrounded with eighteen well-executed 
views of public buildings. Its size is only twenty-four inches by 
eighteen, including the marginal embellishments ; and it comprises the 
environs of Pentonville, Walworth, and Brompton, the Parks and the 
Docks. The details are clearly made out; the names of the streets are 
very legible, and easy of reference; and the style of the engraving is 
excellent, and does great credit to the artist, Neuere of the Strand, It 
is mounted on a roller for the library, or folds into a pocket form. 








WAVERLEY NOVELS. 
Tue Illustrations to the first volume of Kenilworth, forming Volume 
XXII. of the new edition of the Waverley Novels, are by Mr. LEsuie ; 
and we are glad that they afford us the cpportunity of praising the de- 
signs and their execution, which are tasteful and artist-like, and worthy 
both of thework they embellish and the reputation of the artist.

discoverer in English Geology, and especially for his having been the 
Jirst to discover and to teach the identification of strata, and their succes« 
sion by means of imbedded fossils.’” 

The meeting then proceeded with the usual business of the day, and 
the ballot having closed, the undermentioned were declared to be chosem 
out of the new Council as the officers of the Society.

Resolved,—That to repeal the Duty on Printed Calicoes, without 
an allowance to the Calico-Printers, Wholesale Dealers, and Traders, 
for the Duty actually paid to Government for their Stocks on Hand, 
would be cruel, unjust, and oppressive to the fair Trader, and throw 
upon him the whole loss on such Stock, instead of dividing the same 
with the Public, who will derive all the advantage of the repeal of 
the Duty. 

That Stocks on Hand having paid Duty, will be immediately en- 
countered in the Market by fresh Goods of the same patterns and 
description, which will be exempt from Duty; so that it will be ab- 
solutely impossible to dispose of such Stocks without a loss equal to 

Duty, and the Duty amounts on an average from twenty-five 
to thirty per cent, on the value of the Goods. 

That if an apprehension were to be entertained, that Fraud would 
be committed, Ih case an allowance of Duty be made on Stocks on 
Hand, such ‘apprehension would be delusive and unfounded ; for 
that every piece of goods which has paid Duty is marked, numbered, 
and stamped by the Excise, whereby the fact of payment of Duty on 
each cee can be easily and satisfactorily ascertained, and all Fraud 
prevent 

That the Excise-Laws expressly provide, that u ioe payment of 
Duty on Printed Calicoes, the same shall be returned and allowed on 
Exportation, without any limitation of time; and as the Duty on 
Stocks on Hand has been paid in conformity with such Laws, a re- 
fusal to pay Pee the Duty on Exportation would be a violation of 
the Law and of faith, destructive of all confidence in Go- 
vernment, and highly i injurious to the fair Trader. 

That the Stocks on Hand in London, which have paid Duty, are 
chiefly of such patterns and quality as are adapted to the Home 
Trade only, and consequently theix exportation at any period 
would be attended with great loss ; and in respect of Stocks on 
Hand suited for exportation, the allowance of a drawback for three 
months only would cause an immense Loss to the Holders, as it 
would be impossible to dispose of them in so short a time to Fo- 
reigners without making a } great Sacrifice in Price. 

That the fi ing R be d to the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, ‘and that os be requested to make provision, when 
repealing the Duty on Printed ve muses for the allowance of the 
Duty already paid on Stocks on H 

That a Committee be appointed with full power to take such mea- 
sures as they shall think best calculated tosave the fair Trader from 
the ruinous and unjust burden which would be thrown on him in
